Job-Seeking Ex-G.I.’s Baby Starves 


Before He Returns Home With $10 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Dec. 

14 (UP)—Baby Earl Everington 
was buried this afternoon — the 
'tragic aftermath of a six-month 
fight by his veteran father to get 
a job and provide for his family. 
_ The two-month-old boy died of 
Starvation yesterday in a third- 
floor apartment. His father, 29- 
year-old Theodore Everington, was 
out of town looking for a job. His 
| crippled young mother was away 
at a part-time job she was forced 
ito take to get a little money for 
food. 
Two undertakers chipped in to 
provide free burial. Gifts of food 
poured into the flat over the fish 
‘market, where Everington’s wife, 
Ethel, 24, lived with her chil- 
dren while her husband looked for 
work. The other child is an 18- 
month-old girl. 

Everington got a job at a cran-

ton. Last night he came home 
with a $10 advance in his hand 
‘and hope in his heart that maybe

was dead and his wife prostrate 
with grief, It was the final blow 
of misfortune which dogged him 
since he got out of the Army six 
months ago. 

Twiceethe family was evicted— 
once because of little Ear!’s birth.

The principal issue which still 
awaits Assembly action is the pro- 
posed International Refugee Agen- 
cy, which is likely to provoke con-

Molotov’s Statement. 


As Molotov tboarded the ,liner 
Queen Elizabeth after attending 
the foreign ministers conference 
and most important U.N. sessions 
he commented that results were 
“as satisfactory .o the Soviet dele- 
gation as they are to the other 
delegations.” 

He also expressed confidence 
that the forthcoming ministers 
session in Moscow next March to 
discuss the German peace treaty 
“will be as much successful.” 

British Foreign Secretary Er-

Six Others Who Voted 
Against State Control 
Last June Now Say 
They Will Reconsider 


Proposal. 


Three of the 17 Aldermen ,who 
were recorded last June as voting 
against a bill authorizing transfer 
of City Sanitarium to the State, 
told the Post-Dispatch yesterday 
they now favor the proposal, and 
six others said they would re-study 
the proposal, 

Earnest assurances that they 
would reconsider the matter were 
given by the latter group in view 
of the city’s critical financial con- 
dition, which was not s0 apparent 
when the sanitarium transfer plan 
last was considered. 

A new bill to turn the institution 
over to the state was introduced 
in the Board of Aldermen Friday. 
It is estimated the transfer would 
save the city more than $1,000,000 
a year. 

Of the elght other opponents of 
the proposal, five said they still 
were against state operation of the 
sanitarium, two declined to com- 
ment and one could not be reached. 


Provision of Ordinance. 

The proposed ordinance pro- 
vides for “sale” of the sanitarium 
by the city for $1 on condition 
that. the Legislature enact a 
companion measure authorizing 
its purchase by the state, Comp- 
troller Louis Nolte estimated that 
the city would save more than 
$1,000,000 a year by being relieved 
of sanitarium operating costs. He 
said the city would have a deficit 
of about $3,250,000 by next April 
unless additional revenues can be 
found, or expenses reduced. 

Alderman Jake Sellers, Six- 
teenth Ward, who voted against 
the proposal last June, said he 
now favors transfer of the sani- 
tarium to the state. “I am going 
to support it this time,” he told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘“‘be- 
cause the city must have more 
money, and care of saniarium pa- 
tients is actually a state func- 
tion.” 

Anton Niemeyer, Eighth Ward,

CARGO PLANES TO 


USE ROCKET BOOST 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
American Airlines announced to- 
night it will install “jato”—jet as- 


sist for takeoff—on all its con- 
tract cargo planes, becoming the 
first to make commercial use of 


the war-developed rocket boost for 


aircraft. 


The company said use of jato 
is expected to increase reliability 
and reduce costs by increasing the 
flying range.

Use of jato on cargo planes was 
demonstrated recently in a flight 
from Mexico City to Philadelphia.

Jato gives the airplane the help 
of considerable extra thrust for- 
ward for a few seconds, shorten- 
ing the takeoff run. In the war 
it was used extensively to help 
flying boats take off on rough

Mrs. Copanas, who was 62 years 
old, struggled with the man, 
Pfeuffer reported, and he then 
saw a puff which seemed to be 
smoke. Mrs, Copanas swayed mo- 
mentarily and fell.

Food Prices Rise 44 Pct. in Month 


7Pct.Nov. 15; 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (UP)— 
The cost of living increased two 
per cent between Oct. 15 and Nov. 
15, bringing the total increase for 
the year to 17 per cent, the Labor 


Department reported today. A 4% 
per cent rise in food prices was 
mainly responsible for the Octo- 
ber-November increase. 

“The estimated rise of 2 per 
cent brought the consumers’ price 
index to about 152 (1935-39 equals 


100). Consumers’ prices on Nov. 
15 were 14 per cent higher than 
June 15; 17 per cent higher than 
on Jan, 25, 1946. 

Thus, of the total cost of living 
increase for 1946, 16 per cent oc- 
curred after June 15, last meas-| 
uring date under the old price 
control law, 

Food bills of moderate-income 
city families rose an average of 
4% per cent between mid-October 
and Nov. 15, the department said. 
Retail prices of fats and oils in- 
creased 65 per cent; meat, poultry 


and fish about 7 per cent; fruit 
and vegetables 4.5 per cent. 

The only food items which 
dropped in price were eggs and 
dairy products, and these only 
slightly. 

In the first survey of completely 
uncontrolled meat prices, the de- 
partment found they were 9 per 
cent higher Nov. 15 than just be- 
fore they were recontrolled_ in 
mid-August. President Truman 
lifted all meat controls last Oct. 
16.

PITTSBURGH, Pa. Dec. 14 
(AP)—Labor’s demands on man- 
agement, by representatives of 2,- 
350,000 workers, will be formulat- 
ed next week when the leaders of 
the CIO's three biggest unions 
gather around a common confer- 
ence table and draw up plans for 
future contract negotiations. 

The week-long session will bring 
together Philip Murray, head of 
the 853,000 United Steel Workers; 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
900,000 United Auto Workers; Al- 
bert Fitzgerald, chief officer of 
the United Electrical, Radio and 


Machine Workers union with its 
600,000 members. Other men high 
in the executive circles of the 
three organizations will attend. 

Murray, also president of the 
CIO, pretty much wove the gen- 
eral pattern for new pay demands 
recently when he announced the 
CIO unions will use as their 
“guidepost” a survey by Robert 
Nathan, former New Deal Offi- 
ctal, that contended salaries can 
-be boosted up to 25 per cent with- 
out increasing prices or reducing 
profits much below the wartime 
peaks. 

Reuther gave added impetus to 
the pattern Thursday in New York 
when he said the auto workers 
would demand an hourly increase 
of 23% cents. UAW wage nego- 
tiations already are under way 
with Chrysler, Packard, Kaiser- 
Fraser and Hudson and are due 
to start with General Motors in 
the spring. 

The steel and electrica] workers 
are not expected to go so far as 
to name an actual figure. They'll 
probably demand substantial sal- 
ary increases with the definite 
amount depending on the out- 
come of other points which will 
be included in the contract nego- 
tiations. 

As one spokesman for the steel 
workers said: “We probably 
would be willing to give some 
ground on the matter of salary if 
we gained other social advantages, 
such as improved pension plans.”

The guaranteed market plans 
for industrial and prefabricated 
housing, and for new types of ma- 
terials will be continued.

Surplus Property: 

For the past few months surplus 
property has been made available 
for housing purposes in increasing 
amounts.

The demolition program at 
old army camps and other installa- 
tions, another useful source of 
materials, will also go forward 
During the next few months, many 
surplus buildings will be sold for 
use at other sites. I am also ask- 
ing the War Assets Administrator 
to establish procedures that will 
facilitate the sale of land and 
buildings together. 

Export Controls: 

Export controls on building 
materials will be continued until 
the supply situation warranted 
their discontinuance. For . the 
present we must limit the quan- 
tity of critical materials that can 
be sent abroad. 

Rental Housing: 

More family units must be 
made available for rent to vet- 
erans, They should not be com- 
pelled to buy in order to get 
shelter. To increase the propor- 
tion of rental units we intend to 
use all available means — new 
construction, conversion and re- 
habilitation, and_ re-use. The 
great bulk of this task will fall 
upon private enterprise. We are 
aiding private enterprise by sim- 
plifying and reducing various 
priority controls and by the 
measures taken to increase 
availability of materials.

Removal of most restrictions on 
home building by President Tru- 
man’s order was greeted with a 
“sigh of relief” last night by Adrian 


Koch, president of the Home 
Builders’ Association of Greater 
St. Louis. On the other hand, 


Fred W. Emig, past Missouri 
commander of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and a spokesman 
“or veterans on housing, declared 
President Truman’s action “a 
grand runaround for veterans.” 

Although he declared decontrol 
would be followed by increased 
building, Koch said it would be 
1948 until the industry reaches 
“volume production.” It will take 
another year, he said, before the 
building materials market settles 
down to the point where volume 
building becomes possible. 

At present, he added, it is vir- 
tually uneconomic to build a 
$10,000 house. Since the end of 
price control on building materials 
he said “most home builders have 
just shut down.” 

If an even flow of materials 
can be attained, however, he said 
some building can proceed soon. 
“The building industry,” he said, 
“is a sleeping giant. Removing 
restrictions will help it awake.” 

Emig, however, said that vet- 
erans could not wait indefinitely 
for housing. He said that Tru- 
man’s statement about “a vigor- 
ous housing program,” coupled 
with the easing of restrictions on 
commercial and industrial build- 
ing and removing veterans’ prefer- 


ence from new houses was “sim- 
ply double talk.” 
“Last month,” Emig said, “a 


group of us talked to Frank R. 
Creedon, the new Housing Ex- 
pediter. From what he said it 
was obvious that if he got a 
chance he would favor commercial 
building at the expense of the 
veteran. We now see that our 
worst fears were true.” 

Willard Clark, St, Louis NHA 
Housing Expediter, said that he 
hoped “the new program will work 
out.” 

“At least we should keep rent 
controls,” he continued, “The sit- 
uation for veterans is just about 
as bad as it can be. Not only are 
20,000 veterans in the St. Louis 
area in need of housing, but for 
many of them the need is critical, 
to say the least.

--~Members of the United Nations 
Atomic Energy Commission are 
looking forward with high spirits 
to the session of Committee 2, the 
political group, scheduled fdr Mon- 
day. Consideration of recom- 
mendations for establishing ma- 
chinery for world atom supervi- 
sion will begin under more cheer- 
ful auspices than at any time since 
deliberations opened precisely six 
months ago today. 

When the meeting is convened 
at 10 a.m. (St. Louis time) it will 
offer first opportunity to Soviet 
Union delegates to demonstrate 
they have accepted primary re 
quirements of United States pro- 
posals in fact as well as in prin- 
ciple. Elsewhere in United Na. 
tions conferences, Soviet Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav M. Molotov 
has made unqualified commit- 
ments pledging Russian adherence 
to principles of international] in- 
spection and to elimination of veto 
privileges in the administraiton of 
atomic energy control. He ex- 
pressed agreement with other 
phases deemed essential. 

Concrete action by Soviet repre- 
sentatives is awaited eagerly. The 
startling abruptness marking Rus- 
sian retreat from direct opposition 
to the plan advanced by Bernard 
M. Baruch and the equally sudden 
acceptance of American views ex. 
pressed by Baruch June 14 at the 
first meeting of the commission 
contributed to the confusion of 
many observers. 

No Disappointment Expected. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that highly placed members of the 
American delegation, headed by 
the 76-year-old “elder statesman,” 
are not anticipating disappointing 
or inconsistent action from the 
Soviet atomic delegation led by 
Andrei A. Gromyko, They are as- 
suming that Molotov’s concilia- 
tory, or more aptly, insistent 
words adopting Baruch’s scheme 
as a springboard for comprehen- 
sive disarmament proposals were 
inspired by orders from Premier 
Stalin and reflect national policy. 

This supposition is supported by 
the almost categorical acceptance 
of the Baruch plan by the Rus- 
Sians, confirming surmises_ that 
Soviet delegates might translate it 
to Russian and call it the “Stalin 
plan.”

HE tert of Governor Donnelly’s statement in reply to Secretary 
of Labor Schwellenbach follows: 


The arbitrary action of L. B. Schwellenbach, Secretary of Labor, 


in cutting off funds to the State of Missouri for the Missouri Em- 
ployment Service is the most flagrant example of abuse of power 


that has come to my attention during my term as Governor.. 


The statement of Schwellenbach 
in today’s newspapers that he did 
mot know the reason for that pro- 
gram (Missouri's program), but 
hinted that it might have been 
Gesigned to discourage the federal 
workers; forcing them to leave 
the jobs open for political patron- 
age in Missouri, is a malicious 
statement because Schwellenbach 
knows that the employes in the 
Federal Employment Service must 
meet the requirements of the merit 
system of the State of Missouri 
and that politics or political pat- 
ronage have nothing to do with 
it. His statement, “I am astounded 
that you take this position at this 
Jate date,” referring to my rais- 
ing the question of the Missouri 
Constitution and the statutes, is 
also a misrepresentation. 


Amazed by Statement. 


T am not only astounded, but I 
am amazed that Schwellenbach 
would make such a statement 
when he knows, or at least he 
should know, that ihe subordi- 
mates in his office have carried 
on numerous long distance tele- 
phone conversations with Mr. (M. 
J.) Carroll, director of the Mis- 
souri- Division of Employment 
Security, and that in all of these 
conversations the question of the 
conflict of Missouri laws and the 
provisions of the Missouri merit 
System with field instruction No. 
959, issued by Schwellenbach’s 
office were discussed; that Mr. 
Hammond and Mr. Misler from 
Schwellenbach’s office came to 
Jefferson City and neld confer- 
ences with Mr. Carroll and the 
Same questions were raised. 

These men also talked with 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor in 
regard to the legal questions in- 
volved. Later Mr. Robert W. 
Goodwin, the director, and an 
attorney, Miss Bernice Lotwin, 
came to Jefferson City and in 
those conferences the question of 
the conflict of Schwellenbach’s in- 
struction, known as field instruc- 
tion No. 959, with the Missouri 
laws and merit system were dis- 
cussed. In fact, I told them my- 
self that it conflicted, and that 
the Missouri Attorney General, 
J. E. Taylor, so held, but they 
paid no attention to it; He now 
has the audacity to say that my 
telegram of Dec. 12 was the first 
time that the question of conflict 
was mentioned. 


Not State Responsibility Yet. 


Mr. Schwellenbach also stated 
in the news article this morning, 
“This issue places upon you (Gov. 
Donnelly) the responsibility of 
seeing that these employees have 
some certainty of compensation.” 
For Mr. Schwellenbach’s informa- 
tion, the employmnt service has 
not been returnd to the State of 
Missouri and the state has no 
jurisdiction or control over it at 
the present time. These employes 
have not been terminated from 
federal] employment, and this state 
is not responsible for their com- 
pensation. 

It is unfortunate that this sit- 
mation has arisen. But sooner 
or later it had to come. There 
will have to be an end some 
time to the: federal bureaus in 
Washington dictating to Mis- 
souri, and other states, and tell- 
ing the states in so many words 
that if you do not follow our 
directives and our field instruc- 
tions we will cut off your fed- 
eral funds. If this is going to 
be persisted in by the federal 
bureaus and if they are allowed 
to succeed, the states might as 
well surrender their standards 
ef employment; their rights to 
set salaries and pay schedules; 
the terms and conditions under 
which their public servants hold 
employment and their merit sys- 
tems to some _ bureaucratic 
agency in the national Capital. 

Briefly here are the facts: 

Shortly after Pearl Harbor the 
President of the United States re- 
quested the various states to loan 
their employment service opera- 
tions to the Federal Government 
during the war emergency, with 
the understanding that these 
services would be returned after 
the war. This loan was made and 
these services and the personnel 
were transferred to the Federal 
Government. 

Charge Law Was Violated. 

The initial step taken by the 
employment service under federal 
control, which has caused the 
present controversy, was the vio- 
lation by the Department of Labor 
of a provision of a congressional 
act appropriating money for the 
operation of the emplqyment serv- 
ice for the fiscal year 1942-43, 
which reads as follows: 

“Provided further, that pending 
the return to state control of the 
employment service facilities, 
property, and personne! loaned by 
the states to the United States 
Employment Service, no portion of 
the sum herein appropriated shall 
be expended by any federal 
agency for any salary, to any in- 
dividual engaged in employment 
service duties in any position 
within any lecal or field or state 
office, which substantially exceeds 
the salary which would apply to 
such position and individual if 
the relevant state merit system 
applied and if state operation of 
such office had continued without 
interruption.” 

This same provision has ap- 
peared in every appropriation act 
for that service since that date. 

Under war emergency condi- 
tions salaries were paid that 
were entirely out of line both 
witn private industry and with 
state salaries generally. Federal 
civil service requirements were 


relaxed, standards lowered, and 
swollen payrolls became the 
rule. It became increasingly 
clear that it would be difficult 
to return these services to state 
operation, 

In other words, if that part 
of the above appropriation act 
in regard to the payment of sal- 
aries” to any individual engaged 
in employment service duties in 
any position within any local or 
field or state office, which sub- 
stantially exceeds the salary 
which would apply to such posi- 
tion and individual if the rele- 
vant state merit system applied 


and if state operation of such 
office had continued without in- 
terruption” had been complied 
with by Schwellenbach’s office 
we would have no controversy 
today over salaries, Most of 
the employes of the employment 
service while under federal con- 
tro] have been receiving salaries 
‘in excess of salaries paid state 
employes in comparable posi- 
tions. 

Congress enacted what is known 
as public law No. 849 providing 
for the return of the federal em- 
ployment service to the states on 
Nov. 15, 1946. The Senate and 
House conferees agreed to the fol- 
lowing statement in regard to 
such return: 

(Congressional Record, page 
8790, July 11, 1946,) “Mr. Hare. Mr. 
Speaker, this is the amendment 
which provides for the return of 
the United States Employment 
Service to the states on Nov. 15, 
1946. Without going into any gen- 
eral discussion of the proposal I 
am authorized by the conferees 
to make this statement, and I 
think the statement should be suf- 
ficient. The interpretation of the 
conferees of the language used in 
the amendment providing for the 
transfer of the United States Em- 
ployment Service to the states is 
that all persons employed in the 
service on the date of the passage 
o* this act will be transferred 
pending their permanent appoint- 
ment or release under the pro- 
visions of the state merit system, 
it being understood that prefer- 
ence rights of returning war vet- 
erans will be recognized in a 
manner similar to that accorded 
by Federal statute.” 


Cites Debate in Congress, 


The members of Congress evi- 
dently were concerned about the 
authority the Labor Department 
would assume and the following 
debate in the House ay place: 

(Congressjonal RecOrd, page 
8790). “Mr. Rich. Mr. Speaker, 
will the gentleman yield?” 


“Mr. Keefe. I yield to the gen- 
tleman from Pennsylvania, 

“Mr. Rich. The gentleman 
thinks, then, that the Labor De- 
partment will agree to the lan- 
guage as written by the gentle- 
man from South Carolina without 
any trouble? 


“Mr. Keefe. There is no ques- 
tion about the Labor Department 
agreeing to it. The Labor Depart- 
ment does not make the laws. 
That is what I am seeking to 
impress upon you—that the Con- 
gress makes the laws. The Con- 
gress is writing this law, and so 
that there can be no chance for 
misinterpretation as to what the 
Congress intended, we have writ- 
ten that interpretation in this 
record in language so clear and 
so plain that neither the Secretary 
of Labor nor anybody else can be 
deceived as to what the Congress 
meant. I might say that the con- 
ferees were absolutely in harmo- 
ny—unanimously—and signed this 
document which the chairman of 
the subcommittee, the gentleman 
from South Carolina (Mr. Hare) 
has read into the record.” 

It seems that Congress was 
trying to avoid the very con- 
troversy that Missouri is now 
having with the Secretary of 
Labor, As above stated, the 
Labor Department does not 
make the laws. The Congress 
makes the laws. 

Throughout this whole con- 
troversy with the Secretary of 
Labor, Missouri has agreed to 
follow the provisions of public 
law No. 549 as enacted by Con- 
gress. We have refused to fol- 
low the Secretary of Labor's 
interpretations of that law as 
construed by him in field in- 
struction No. 949 which he is- 
sued, 

Another statement in the de- 
bate in Congress is pertinent 
(page 8791). “Mr. Dirksen. If 
there ever was any doubt about 
the language that is carried in 
the bill, the clarification that was 
read into the record by thé chair- 
man certainly reaffirms the intent 
of Congress as expressed all along 
for not only the return of these 
services but for the return of the 
employes under the state merit 
systems.” 


We have ‘contended all along 
that the employes of the feder- 
al employment service should 
be returned to Missouri in ac- 
cordance with the merit sys- 
tem of Missouri. Mr. Schwellen- 
bach does not agree with this. 
Another statement in the de- 
bate in Congress is pertinent. 
(Congressional Record, page 8791). 
“Mr, Keefe. They (referring to 
the employes) have the same 
rights as the state employes. 
When they go in they are to be 
governed by the provisions of the 
state merit system and be sub- 
jected to competitive examinations 
the same as anyone else.” 

Congress’s Meaning Clear. 
Congress made its meaning 
clear. But in spite of the clear

intent of Congress as expressed 
in the above statements and in 
spite of the provisions of public 
law No, 549, the Department of La- 
bor issued what they term field in- 
struction No. 959, dated Oct. 4, 
1946, entitled “personnel transfer 
program,” which by interpretation 
attempts to usurp the authority 
of Congress. If that field instruc- 
tion is complied with it would 
have the force and effect of law 
itself. In attempting to force 
upon the State of Missouri the 
provisions of that field instruction 
No. 959rthe Department of Labor 
would: 


1. Undermine the merit sys- 
tem of Missouri, which is pro- 
vided for both by our new con- 
stitution and the Missouri stat- 
utes. 

2..Force upon this state their 
own conditions, in spite of pub- 
lic law No. 549 itself, and not- 
withstanding the fact that those 
conditions do not meet the re- 
quirements of the state’s merit 
system. 

3. Continue the swollen war- 
time pay scalees and payrolls. 

4. Discriminate against war 
veterans by requiring them to 
have ratings superior to present 
federal jobholders, in competing 
for these positions under the 
state merit system. 

5. Discriminate against thou- 
sands of other state employes 
who would receive smaller sal- 
aries than those who are trans- 
ferred to state control for com- 
parable work. 


On Nov. 15, 1946, Michael J. 
Carroll, director of the Missouri 
Division of the Employment Se- 
curity, Jefferson City, notified by 
telegram Robert C. Goodwin, di- 
rector, United States Smployment 
Service, Department of Labor, 
Washington, D. C., of Missouri's 
plan of operation for the Missouri 
State Employment Service and 
Missouri’s personnel transfer pro- 
gram, On Nov. 16, 1946, Robert C. 
Goodwin, director, notified Mr. 
Carroll, by telegram, in part, as 
follows: 

“Your plan of operation for the 
Missouri State Employment Ser- 
vice has been approved in accord- 
ance with the formal letter of ap- 
proval which follows, Your per- 
sonnel transfer program has also 
been approved on the basis of the 
statement in your telegram of 
Nov. 15 that United States Em- 
ployment Service employes in Mis- 
souri on July 26, 1946 will be ap- 
pointed to the positions held by 
them on that date or to reason- 
able comparable positions and will 
be retained in such positions in 
accordance with the requirements 
of public law No. 549.. Grants are 
being certified immediately. 
(Signed) Robert C, Goodwin, di- 
rector.” 

Ready to Comply With Law. 

In other words, we have always 
been ready and willing to comply 
with the requirements of public 
law No. 549. 

On the same date, Nov. 16, 1946, 
Mr. Goodwin was quoted in an 
Associated Press article from 
Washington that $227,500 had been 
allocated to Missouri. 

Following the receipt of the 
above information from the Labor 
Department, that funds had been 
allocated to Missouri for the oper- 
ation of the employment service 
by the state, the Missouri Division 
of Imployment Security issued 
forms to employment service per- 
sonnel for their use in making 
application for induction into em- 
ployment with the division. These 
forms carried the classifications 
and salaries at which the individ- 
ual would be employed. 

When these forms were sent 
out certain employes learned 
that their salaries would be less 
under the state merit system 
classifications. They immedi- 
ately proceeded to put pressure 
on the Labor Department in 
Washington, They were assisted 
by other groups. 

The Labor Department also got 
in touch with the local director, 
Mr. Carroll, and in spite of the 
fact that Mr. Carrol] stated that 
we would comply with the provi- 
sions of public law No. 549 as en- 
acted by Congress, the Labor De- 
partment’r office insiste” on our 
complying with their field instruc- 
tion No, 959, which we contend 
not only violates the provisions of 
public law No. 549, but also vio- 
lates the Missouri constitutional 
and statutory provisions and the 
provisions of the state merit sys- 
tem, 

Public law No. 549, on page i, 
contains the following provision: 

“In carrying out the provisions 
under this heading, 'the secretary 
shall assure that each state agen- 
cy operates under such methods of 
administration relating to the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of 
personnel standards on a merit 


basis, as are found by the secre- 
tary to be necessary to carry out 
the purposes of this heading, and 
such methods shall not deviate 
from, and shall be consistent with, 
the methods required pursuant to 
section 303 (a) (1) of the Social 
Security Act, as amended.” 

The Federal Social Security 
Board has since 1940 required 
Missouri, as well as all other 
states to follow merit standards 
in the employment of personnel 
in accordance with the above sec- 
tion 303 (a) (1) of the Social Se- 
curity Act as amended. 


Had Approved Merit System, 
The merit system of Missouri 


which time merit systems of vari- 
ous state agencies under the fed- 
eral law were required to be ap- 
proved by federal agencies, 


The constitutional convention 
drafted a new Constitution for 
this state extending and strength- 
ening the merit system in state 
government, This Constitution 
was accepted by the voters of the 
state. The Legislature, through 
legislation, 


lating to a merit system of per- 
sonnel administration. 


The status assigned the fed- . 


eral personnel being transferred 
was in accordance with strict 
adherence to the state merit 
system, This was _ consistent 
with action taken when the em- 
ployes of the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission 
State Social Security Commis- 
sion and Public Health Depart- 
ment were brought under the 
merit system. In each instance 
no deviation was permitted be- 
cause of previous service. Each 
individual had to meet the mini- 
mum qualifications, pass writ- 
ten and oral examinations, and 
reach place on the register to 
be certified for appointment. 
The Department of Labor, by 
its personnel transfer program 
seeks preference for employ- 
ment service people who lack 
state merit status. In this we 
cannot agree. 

In view of the fact that Robert 
C. Goodwin, director of the United 
States Employment Service had 
stated that funds had been allo- 
cated to Missouri, I sent the fol- 
lowing telegre.m to him on Novem- 
ber 27, 1946: 

“On Nov. 16, 1946, you notified 
Michael J. Carroll, Director Mis- 
souri Division of Employment Se- 
curity, Jefferson City, by tele- 
gram, relative to approval of the 
plan of operation and transfer of 
the employment service as fol- 
lows: ‘Your plan of operation for 
the Missouri State Employment 
Service has been approved in ac- 
cordance with the formal letter 
of approval which follows. Your 
personnel transfer program has 
been approved on the basis of the 
statement in your telegram of 
Nov. 15 that United States Em- 
ployment Service employes in Mis- 
souri on July 26, 1946, will be ap- 
pointed to the positions held by 
them on that date or to reason- 
ably comparable positions and will 
be retained in such positions in 
accordance with the requirements 
of public law 549. Grants are be- 
ing certified immediately. (signed) 
Robert C. Goodwin, director.’

Finally after numerous tele- 
phone calls and conferences I sent 
to Mr. Schwellenbach, Secretary 
of Labor, the following telegram: 

“In the matter of grant of funds 
to the State of Missouri for the 
operation of the employment serv- 
ice, as provided by public law 549, 
it is respectfully submitted that 
by reason of Missouri constitu- 
tiona] and statutory provisions we 
find it impossible for this state 
to comply with the interpretation 
of public law 549, as set forth in 
field instruction 959, revised, of 
the United States Employment 
Service. We are supported in this 
finding by -the opinion of the At-

TWO AREA FIRMS 


Suits Against American 
Zinc Co. and Emerson 


Electric Ask for Portal- 


to-Portal Overtime. 


Suits against two manufactur- 
ing concerns of the St. Louis dis- 
trict for portal-to-portal overtime 
pay for employes, under the Fed- 
eral Fair Labor Standards Act of 
1938, were filed in United States 
District Courts yesterday. The 
companies named as defendants 


were American Zinc Co. of Illi- 
nois and Emerson Electric Manu- 
facturing Co. 

The suit against the zinc com- 
pany was filed in East St. Louis 
by two attorneys in behalf of 
Florentine Fernandez, an employe 
of the company’s Fairmont City 
plant, and 739 other workers of 
the plant. It asked for a total of 
$5,328,000. The suit against Emer- 
son, filed in St. Louis, was for 
$7,500,000 for 1500 employes. 

The petition against the Emer- 
son company was filed by John 
J. Burns, president of CIO United 
Electrical, Radio & Machine 
Workers’ Union, Local 1102, and 
Richard J. Roy, union secretary. 
Appended was a list of the union 
members for whom they acted. 
The Emerson company was al- 
leged to have violated the federal 
act by failing to pay for time 
spent by employes in the plant be- 
fore and after regular working 
hours. Pay at time and one-half 
was sought for all such time since 
October, 1940, when the act estab- 
lished the 40-hour week. 

The union officials’ petition al- 
leged that employes were re- 
quired to spend .considerable time 
at the factory before the time at 
which pay began. The petition 
alleged workers were required to 
walk considerable distances to 
their jobs, to change clothing, 
wait at time clocks and be at their 
places of work five minutes early. 

The suit against Emerson was 

the second of its kind against the 
company. The first was filed last 
October in Circuit Court by seven 
employes who sought $10,000,000 
in back pay for employes at the 
firm’s turret plant. Attorneys said 
there was no connection between 
yesterday’s suit and the one filed 
earlier, — 
Overtime payments from Ameri- 
can Zinc were sought for time ac- 
cruing during the period Dec. 13, 
1941, to Dec. 12, 1946. 

American Zinc workers were re- 
quired to change clothing, sharp- 
en tools and walk from locker 
room to job sites before pay start- 
ed, the petition in that case al- 
leged.

Luxury-type housing will con- 
tinue to be prohibited through a 
system by which each prospective 
builder must obtain a government 
permit. 

The floor area of each residence 
so built will be restricted. 

Rent Ceiling Revision. | 
The $80-a-month ceiling ou rent- 
als of newly-built houses is revised 
to provide for new rental limits 
to be established on each new 
home built for tenancy. 

In the case of rental housing 
projects, $80 will be the average | 
rent for each dwelling unit, in- 
stead of the ceiling. 

The limitation on store, factory 
and other non-residential building 
will be continued, Truman’s state- 
ment said, but “some increase” 
will be permitted because of the 
improved supply of building m8 
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terials. 

Industrial and commercial con- 
struction over the whole nation 
now is held, by the granting of 
priorities, to $35,000,000 a month. 
Truman declared there will be 
“no major modification in the ob- 
jective of rapidly and adequately 
housing our veterans.” 

“The veterans’ need remains ex- 
tremely urgent and we recognize 
this by continuing to give veterans 
preference for every dwelling unit 
constructed for sale or rent,” the 
White House statement went on. 
“More family units must be 
madé available for rent to veter- 
ans. They should not be compelled 
to buy _ in order to get shelter.” 

Aid for Rental Homes, 

The President disclosed that 
the Government plans financing 
and other aids to encourage 
builders to produce dwellings for 
rent, and said “the great bulk of 
this task will fall upon private 
enterprise.” 

Additional changes announced 
by the chief executive included: 

The allocation of certain raw 
materials must be continued 
“for some months,” but they will 
be relaxed or dropped “as rapid- 
ly as the situation permits.” 

In the “simple” permit sys- 
tem to be set up for prospective 
home builders, neither’ sales 
prices nor inspection standards 
will be imposed. 

The “premium payment sub- 
sidies” for which Congress last 
summer appropriated $400,000,- 
000 will be reviewed critically, 
and only those will be continued 
which will result in “substan- 
tial” benefits to housing. 

Another Billion Available.

ter are of vital importance to 
the State of Missouri,” Donnelly 
said. “In arrogating to itself the 
sole right to interpret the law in 
direct contravention of the will 
of Congress, and in this attempt 
to force this state into accept- 
ance of its opinions, directives 
and field instructions, an agency 
of the Federal Government is, 
in effect, attempting to destroy 
the state's right to conduct its 
own affairs. 

“The action of the bureau- 
crats in Washington in withhold- 
ing federal funds granted by 
Congress for paying the person- 
nel of the State Employment 
Service is evidence of the con- 
tinuous attempt of Washington's 
bureaucrats to run the affairs 
of state government. 

“These and all other federal 
grants are paid for by the taxpay- 
ers of all states, including Missouri. 
Missouri pays far more in taxes 
than it receives in federal grants. 

“The time is here when the un- 
economical and undemocratic 
practice of the federal govern- 
ment in taking large’ sums of 
money from the states and re- 
turning a small portion thereof in 
grants, for the purpose of impos- 
ing its will on the states, should 
cease. Such actions pursued over 
the protest of the states tend to 
break down al] state control of 
its own administrative functians,” 

‘Must End Sometime.’ 

He said there would have to be 
an end sometime “to the federal 
bureaus in Washington dictating 
to Missouri, and other states, and 
telling the states in so many 
words that if you do not follow 
our directives and our field in- 
structions, we will cut off your 
federal funds.” 

If federal bureaus were going 
to persist in this, and be allowed 
to succeed, Donnelly said, “the 
states might as well surrender 
their standards of employment; 
their right to set salaries and pay 
schedules; the terms and condi- 
tions under. which their public 
servants hold employment, and 
their merit systems, to some bu- 
reaucratic agency in the national 
capital.” 

The controversy between the 
state and the federal employment 
service and the latter’s parent de- 
partment, the Department of La- 
bor, has been pending since steps 
to return the state employment 
service began last month, under 
an act of Congress. 

State Planned Pay Cut. 

The state planned to reduce the 
snlaries and the job classifications 
of most of the nearly 700 employes 
who were to be turned back to 
the state. It was explained that 
the reclassification was done after) 
the State Merit System Council re- 
classified the employes, to fit their 
experience and qualifications, The 
salary cuts, it was said, were to

Donnelly denied a statement at-

“For Mr. Schwellenbach’s in- 
formation,” the Governor said, 
“the employment service has not 
been returned to the State of 
Missouri. The state has no juris- 
diction or control over it at the 
present time. These employes 
have not been terminated from 
federal employment, and this 
state is not responsible.” 

The Governor and other state of- 
ficials have taken the position the 
state has full authority, under the 
act of Congress and the state Con- 
stitution and laws, to make the 
changes proposed in job classifi- 
cations and pay. 

The controversy centers on the 
instructions by the federal agency 
to retain, in effect, the status held 
under federal control. 

“Attempt to Usurp Authority.” 
Donnelly charged that notwith- 
standing the clear intent of the 
act of Congress, the Department 
of Labor instruction to the states 
“by interpretation attempts to 
usurp the authority of Congress.” 
“If that instruction is complied 
with,” Donnelly said, “it would 
have the force and effect of law 
itself.” 

The Governor said enforce- 
ment of the instruction would 
undermine the state merit sys- 
tem, which is provided for by 
the Constitution and laws, and 
would force upon the state the 
conditions imposed by the fed- | 
eral agency, despite the fact 
those conditions do not meet 
the requirements of the state’s 
merit system.

Ward, said he had voted against 
the bill twice and would vote 
against it a third time. He de- 
clined to give a reason for his op- 
position. 

Dr. Orr T. Mullinax, director of 
the Division of Mental Diseases of 
the State Department of Public 
Welfare, told the Post-Dispatch 
that the possibility of such trans- 
fers is remote if the state aAs- 
sumes control of City Sanitarium. 
It is the division’s policy, he said, 
to place patients in institutions 
as near their homes as possible. 
He also pointed out that state hos- 
pitals already are overcrowded. 

Vernon G. Riehl, Seventeenth 
Ward, said he thought the city 
should continue to operate the 
sanitarium because the state would 
not give the care now provided by 
the city. He added that he hoped 
legislation would be passed giving 
St. Louis a share of state sales 
tax receipts, so additional revenue 
would be obtained for operation of 
the sanitarium.

The _ trusteeship 
territories and their administra- 
tors are: New Guinea—Australia;

Under the Charter 
France, Belgium, Australia and 
New Zealand become members of 
the Council as administrators of 
the eight mandates.

The Charter also provides that 
enough members shall be elected 
to keep an equal balance between 
administring and non-admisinster- 
ing states.

The Assembly action on the 
arms question gave the Security 
Council the task of formulating 
a detailed plan which will be 
submitted to a special session of 
the Assembly and then to the in- 
dividual nations for ratification. 
The resolution recommended 
action to prohibit atomic weapons 
and other means of mass destruc- 
tion and called for controls to 
insure that atomic energy will be 
used only for peaceful purposes. 
It provided for an international 
system of inspection free of the 
Security Council veto to detect 
and prevent violations of arms 
reduction agreements. 

To replace the rejected Russian 
plan for an immediate inventory 
of all troops and armaments, the 
Assembly recommended that the 
Security Council decide what in- 
formation member nations should 
be asked to report. 

The Russians originally raised 
the troop census issue in the Se- 
curity Council last August, but 
that body refused to discuss it. 
It was then brought before the 
Assembly with stipulations that 
information should be given only 
on troops on the soil of non-Axis 
countries. 

At the insistence of the United 
States and Britain, Molotov then 
broadened the reports to cover 
all troops outside home borders. 
However, he turned back repeat- 
ed requests that forces at home 
be included with a  counter- 
demand that such a proposal, if 
accepted, also would have to in- 
clude data on the atomic bomb 
and all other armaments. 

The western powers opposed 
giving up armament information 
now but agreed that all such data 
would be forthcoming once an ade- 
quate system of arms limitation 
was set up. 

When the question became hope- 
lessly bogged down in committee, 
Paul-Henri Spaak of'Belgium, As- 
sembly president, suggested the 
compromise which called upon the 
Security Council to decide what 
information was needed and it was 
adopted over Russian dissent all 
the way from a subcommittee to 
the floor of the Assembly. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko 
registered a sharp complaint 
against the Compromise resolution, 
saying it wag as far from the 
original Soviet resolution “as is 
the sky from the earth.” 

Byrnes, in his speech last night, 
surprised the delegates by naming 
the countries where American sol- 
diers were billeted, 

Byrnes announced first that 
most of the Americans troops 
abroad were in ex-enemy territory 
—Germany, Japan, the Japanese 
islands, Korea, Austria and 
Trieste, He then gave these spe- 
cific figures on others: 

The Philippines—96,000 military 
personnel, including 30,000 combat 
troops; China—19,000 troops with 
15,000 of them combat men; Pana- 
ma—1500. 

Byrnes declared that the United 
States had no combat units in any 
other part of the world. Re- 
porting on non-combat military 
personnel, he said the United 
States had 600 men in Iceland and 
300 in the Azores, 


Owen Roberts’ Group Opposes 
U. 8S. Control of Islands. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 14 (UP) 
—United States control of the for- 
mer Japanese-mandated islands 
would be a “major obstacle to 
international, and therefore Amer- 
ican security,” the United Nations 
Council of Philadelphia said today. 

In a telegram to Warren R. 
Austin, chief of the American del- 
egation to the United Nations, the 
council said that the United States 
proposal to designate the islands 
as “strategic areas” challenges 
the basic purposes of the U.N. 
charter, “and it may well con- 
tribute to a disastrous arms race 
among the nations,” 

“The decision to pursue a vir- 
tually annexationist policy de- 
cisively weakens the United Na- 
tions and the entire concept of 
collective security,” said the coun- 
cil, which is headed by retired 
United States Supreme Court Jus-

Missouri Association to 
| Request Emergency 


Appropriations to Meet 
Higher Costs. 


The Missouri State Teachers’ 
|Association will ask the Legisla- 


‘ture -for two emergency appro- 
priations totaling $15,000,000 to 
supplement teachers’ salaries, 
Philip J, Hickey, superintendent 
of instruction of St. Louis schools, 
announced last night at Columbia. 

Following a meeting of the leg- 
islation and public relations com- 
mittees of the teachers’ associa- 
tion, Hickey said they would sup- 
port bills to appropriate $5,000,000 
'to supplement salaries in the cur- 
‘rent school year, which ends next 
'June, and $10,000,000 for the 1947- 
'48 biennial. 
| Hickey pointed out 40 per cent 
‘of Missouri’s teachers get less 
‘than $1200 a year and the average 
rural teacher receives $968 a year. 
If $15,000,000 additional were ap- 
propriated, each of Missouri’s 24,- 
000 teachers would receive a rise 
lof $200 a year. He said the rises 
‘were needed because of the rise in 
ithe cost of living. He pointed out 
'that, although roughly a third of 
ithe state revenue is allocated to 
ischools, the state will have a large 
‘surplus at the end of the fiscal 
year. 
| The teachers’ association will 
'ask the new State Board of Edu- 
ication to undertake a long-range 
study of the state’s educational 
program and will offer to defray 
expenses of the study, Hickey con- 
tinued. The teachers will suggest 
that the board draw assistance 
for the study from the state uni- 
versity and from teachers’ col- 
leges. The study would cover sal- 
aries, curricula and all phases of 
the educational program, Hickey 
explained. 

A bill was also indorsed which 
would make state law conform to 
the new constitution in the distri- 
bution of money to school dis- 
tricts. The Constitution provides 
for distribution of funds on the 
basis of the number of children 
between 5 and 21 years old, 
whereas the state law sets the 
ages at 6 to 20 years. 

About 20 members of the two 
committees attended the meeting, 
called by Hickey. 


‘ANOTHER WAVE OF STRIKES 
MEANS DISASTER’---REUTHER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP)— 
Walter Reuther, president of the 
CIO United Auto Workers, said 
today that “we Cannot escape the 
drift toward disaster if we go into 
another wave of strikes.” 

Reuther, who announced Thurs- 
day that the UAW would seek a 
23% cents an hour wake increase 
for its 900,000 members, said the 
Union would use every possible 
meang to settle basic problems be- 
tween it and employers before 
rerorting to strikes. 

Speaking at a meeting sponsored 
by the magazine Labor and Na- 
tion,—Reuther said that although 
American labor had the power to 
strike it did not have the “status” 
to solve its problems without co- 
operation from industry.

An advisory board of faculty 
members has been established to 
assist in formulation of a medical 
research program for the Los 
Alamos project and to recommend 
persons for appointment to pro- 
fessional staff positions on the 
medical services at the project. 

Other members of the medical 
school staff will be available for 
consultation with Los Alamos per- 
“sonnel, both here and at Los 
Alamos, 

Use of Project Facilities, 

Qualified staff members of the 
school will be able to use Los 
Alamos project facilities for re- 
search in biology, internal medi- 
cine and biophysics. 

Emphasizing the importance of 
the crrangement to the school, Dr. 
Robert A. Moore, acting dean, 
pointed out that “if atomic energy 
becomes industrially useful in the 
coming years, physicians who are 
trained in the medical aspects of 
this problem will be needed in in- 
creasing numbers. Part of our 
plan is to train such people.” 

Medical services at Los Alamos 
are divided into four groups: Hos- 
pital, industrial health, medical 
research and public health, Dr. 
Moore said. Plans are being ‘made 
to enlarge the research facilities 
and the service in industrial medi- 
cine, 

Origin of Affiliation. 


He said the affiliation between 
the university and Los Alamos 
grew out of the fact that many 
Washington University staff mem- 
bers were associated with the 
atomic bomb project in the war. 
A large number of persons con- 
nected with the medical school 
happened to be at Los Alamos, he 
reported. 

The advisory board includes the 
acting dean of the Medical School 
and six persons nominated by 
Chancellor Arthur H. Compton. 
The Los Alamos Project director, 
Dr. Norris Bradbury, and Col.

MILK PRODUCERS RECEIVED 
RECORD PRICE LAST MONTH 


The highest price ever paid to 
St. Louis milk producers, an aver- 
age of $5.54 a hundredweight, was 
paid in November, Fred L. Ship 
ley, market administrator, re- 
ported yesterday. The price rose 
13 cents over October and $1.87 
over November, 1945. 

Sales were 2.24 per cent less in 
November than in the preceding 
month but 4.67 per cent higher 
than in November, 1945. The num- 
ber of producers delivering milk 
to the St. Louis market reached 
a record low—3357. This was six 
fewer than in October and 145 
fewer than in November, 1945. 

St. Louis producers delivered 24,- 
390,492 pounds of milk to the mar- 
ket in November, or 3.32 per cent 
less than in the previous month 
but .81 per cent more than in 
November of last year. A total 
of 4,870,840 pounds of milk, cream 
and skim was brought in from 
the Chicago area in November. 


HEADACHE POWDER FORMULAS 
CHANGED AFTER FTC COMPLAINT 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (UP)— 
The Federal Trade Commission 
reported today that the makers

have changed their formulas in 
compliance with an FTC com- 
plaint.

Remedy Co., Durham, N.C., and 
the Stanback Co., Ltd., Salisbury, 
N.C., had used false advertising in 
that they failed to reveal the 
“harmful effects” of continued use 
of their products in large quan- 
tities.

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Reporter Visits Greek ‘Bandits,’ | 
Finds Land of Famine, Sickness 


Guerrillas, Called Andartes, Rule Area Block- 
aded by Government, Say They Have 
No Choice but to Fight.

ATHENS, Dec. 14 (UP)—Begin- 
ning 150 miles north of Athens 
and spreading from Thessaly to 
Thrace through the mountainous 
badlands of northern Greece is a 
land of sickness, famine and fear. 

It is ruled by small bands of 
desperate men who say they want 
to put down their rifles and go 
home but are afraid to do so. It 
is the domain of the Greek gueril- 
las—the Andartes. 

I have just returned from six 
days in one of the kingdoms of 
these guerillas, where 54 mountain 
Villages and 25,000 people exist 
precariously in the midst of a 
minor civil war. Two armed forces 
clash daily. Both wear British 
battle dress. 


Ruined Villages. 

I talked with the guerillas and 
their leaders and with the men 
and women of the villages they 
rule. We talked in the ruins of 
homes and churches destroyed by 
Germans and at midnight ren- 
dezvous in shepherds’ huts. 

We -talked in public forums, in 
Villages which voted for the mon- 
archy in September and probably 
would do so again if King George 
Ils Government would lift the 
economic blockade which had re- 
wiuced the diet to a _ starvation 
level and condemned the sick to 
death. 

The Andartes call themselves 
“Armed groups of Greek op- 
pressed.” Not one pretended that 
he had dropped his plow and 
taken to the mountains for any 
reason besides necessity. All said 
they were driven into the moun- 
tains and hills by beatings, threats 
of jai or death, because they were 
members of the ELAS resistance 
groups under leftist leadership 
during the occupation. Most of 
them were young and homesick, 
but a few obviously preferred 
banditry and would not qualify 
-for freedom under any kind of 
amnesty. 24 

No Sign of Foreign Aid. 

With me were John Phillips of 
Time and Life magazines and 
Tom Polites, a Greek-speaking 
New York artist who is here dis- 
tributing donated art materials. 
During our six days of traveling 
through Andarte territory by jeep 
and foot and on muleback we 
found no evidence that the guer- 
jllas were receiving material help 
from abroad. 

No guerilla or leader would ad- 
mit that he had trained in the 
Yugoslav training center at Boul- 
kes, near Belgrade, 

We met the Andartes on our 
second day in the territory. They 
came to the houses where we 
stayed or we met them on muddy 
mountain trails while seeking 
their headquarters. Travel is s0 
slow and communications are so 
bad that the Andartes themselves 
do not know in most cases where 
their -roving headquarters are 
from day to day. 

We were to be taken on a three- 
day journey to the main head- 
quarters on our seventh day in 
guerilla country. We ended our 
tour after six days because Greek 
army “rescue operations” already 
had cost the life of one villager. 

(The Greek government had re- 
ported that Vermillion and Phil- 
ips were missing and had ex- 
pressed alarm for their safety.) 

During six days we saw more 
uman misery than we believed 
xisted in a country which fought 
on the Allied side in the recent 
war. Houses wrecked by the Ger- 

ans as reprisal during the occu- 
pation were replaced by mud huts. 


Houses Fall Down. 

In two villages, houses con- 
ttructed by Greek contracting 
firms for the UNRRA collapsed 
Imost as soon as they were fin- 
shed. They are now used only 
* pens for pigs and goats. 

There is almost no other food 
han heavy, tasteless cornbread, 
omatoes picked during the sum- 
ier and a few potatoes, Those 
people who pass for “well off” oc- 
asionally get a chicken or an 
ged nanny goat which has ceased 
producing milk. 

The sick lie on beds of rough 
planks and wait for death, or a 
miraculous recovery without medi- 
ines or physicians. In six vil- 
lages we visited we found only 
pne doctor, and because he was in 

ndarte territory, he found it im- 
possible to get adequate medical 
upplies. ' 

Villagers reported without ex- 
‘eption that they met obstacles in 

overnment areas whenever they 
rent to get UNRRA rations. Po- 
lice ai.d public officials in govern- 
ment-controlled areas said frankly 
hat they would not help villagers 
in Andarte territory because they 
believed the food went to guer- 
rillas. 

The villagers admitted that they 
gave up some of these goods to the 

errillas on demand. They said 
it would be dangerous to refuse. 


Guerrilla Territory. 

Andarte land in northern Thes- 
saly begins 55 miles west of Laris- 
sa. The frontier is the swift Pinios 
iver west of Kalabaka where a 
Greek army regiment is stationed. 
The army side of the frontier is 
marked by dugouts and barbed 
wire two miles from the point 
where the Pinios turns into An- 
Garte territory. 

The Andarte side up river begins 
on the opposite bank. 


slopes of the Pindus mountains 
hide any sentinels who may be 
there. 

Phillips, Polites and I slipped 
out of Kalabaka late on the after- 
noon of Dec. 4 in a white jeep, 
with me driving. We headed to- 
ward the Andarte side. The road 
from the town is always mined 
and only haphazardly cleared. Al- 
most every day, a donkey, a truck, 
@ mule or a horse is blown up. 

The road winds around mine 
craters, the skeletons of horses 
picked clean by crows and buz- 
zgards and wrecked vehicles. We 
waved to Greek soldiers at the last 
army outpost and moved into the

Journey Into Badlands. 


Turning off the highway down p.m. 


a muddy track, we forded the 
stream and entered guerrilla terri- 
tory. 

We had been told in Kalabaka 
of an inn five miles up the road 
where we could spend the night if 
darkness overtook us before we 
reached our destination, a town 
on a mountain slope some 20 miles 
away. The inn turned out to be a 
dilapidated hut divided into two 
rooms, one of which was a guest 
room. It included a fireplace and 
rough pine boards for beds. The 


as soon as he was able to find it. 


arrived at the village late in the 


roof was of tin and full of holes, 

The host was Vassilos Pades 
who had spent two years working 
in a ship yard in San Francisco, 
returning to Greece with $4000 in 
1912. We drank ouzo (native 
liquor), ate cornbread and sau- 
sages, consisting of herbs and 
some unidentifiable meat. 

Next morning we found that our 
jeep motor, which had been giving 
us trouble, had expired. We hired 
mules from two muleteers who 
had arrived at the inn late at 
night and we began the long, slow 
ride in drenching rain up moun- 
tain trails towards the village. We 


afternoon; found a room and an- 
nounced we were looking for the 
Andartes. 

The storekeeper said, “That 
won't be difficult. Just wait. 
They'll come.” 


Contact Is Made. 

We waited a day and a half. 
On the night of Dec. 6 we had 
gone to bed again on plain boards, 
but at midnight our host flung 
back the curtain across the door 
of our small chamber’ and 
announced dramatically, “The 
Andartes.” 

Two young men walked in 
noisily on British army issue hob- 
nailed shoes. 

The first introduced himself by 
his pseudonym, “Vagelis.” The 
other never revealed his name. 

We explained who we were. 
Vagelis thought a moment, then 
launched into a long explanation 
of how he came to be an Andarte. 
We later found his story to be 
typical of the younger “bandits.” 


Denies Being Communist, 

Vagelis is 26. He was graduated 
from high school in a nearby val- 
ley city in 1942 and promptly 
joined the E.LA.S. resistance 
movement, then fighting German 
occupation forces. He denied that 
he was ever a Communist, but 
after liberation made no secret of 
his leftist inclinations, 

The result was that after the 
December, 1944, revolt of leftist 
E.L.A.S. against the government 
he was “hounded, beaten and 
finally forced to flee into the 
mountains to save his life.” Now 
he was “supervisor” of several 
villages in the area controlled by 
his band. 

His job was to assess village 
supplies, determine the villages’

ability to feed the Andartes, ar- 
range for courier service among 
the villages and deliver orienta- 
tion lectures in the villages his 
band decides to include in its 
small domain. We asked Vagelis 
how he knew we were in his ter- 
ritory. 

“I saw you turn off the high- 
way, but I had business in a 
couple of towns and it took me 
two days to get here,” he replied. 

Vagelis said he had issued in- 
structions to let us go ahead. “But 
you couldn't have left our terri- 
tory without being stopped. It's 
easier to get in than it is to get 
out.” 

Carry British Weapons. 

Vagelis and nearly all the An- 
dartes we saw later carried Brit- 
ish Sten guns, Enfield rifles or 
tommy guns. Some still had old 
French, Italian or German auto- 
matic weapons or rifles, but as 
Vagelis put it, “we are gradually 
standardizing our equipment at 
the expense of the Greek army.” 

Vagelis promised to arrange for 
us to visit supreme headquarters 


For the next three days, Phil- 
lips, Polites and I roamed. the 
mountaing on foot and by mule, 
meeting and interviewing the An- 
dartes, who were friendly, cour- 
teous and talkative, but apparent- 
ly were also running in circles 
seeking headquarters which was 
roving toward some mysterious 
operation, 

Two days later we discovered 
the operation was in the direction 
of the small inn where we spent 
the first night. The Andartes 
apparently intended to cross the 
river into army territory. 

This operation ran into the 
Greek army’sg “rescue operation” 
intended to rescue us from the 
“bandits.” Both operations failed. 

The Andartes halted theirs be- 
cause of the concentration of 
army forces seeking us.

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ATTEMPT TO KILL KOREAN 
POLITICAL LEADER REPORTED 


MacArthur Report for September Cites Plot 
on Life of Syngman Rhee, Wave 
of Strikes. 


TOKYO (Sunday) Dec, 15 (AP) |; 


—A wave of strikes, an attempt 
to assassinate the head of a major 
political party, and very little in- 
dustrial recovery were highlights 
of a report by Gen, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur today on troubled Korea 
during September. | 

Despite the difficult period, 
Koreans were told that they 
should assume more governmental 
responsibilities and that the 
American occupation authorities 
would act henceforth only as ad- 
visers., 

The attempted assassination of 
Syngman Rhee, leader of the Na- 
tional Society for Rapid Realiza- 
tion of Independence, was listed 
by MacArthur as one of the 
month's series of “political devel- 
opments.” 

Others included temporary sus- 
pension of three newspapers and 
an address by Lt. Gen. John R. 
Hodge, American commandant, 
warning Koreans of political mo- 
tives behind a September railway 
strike. Hodge said the strike was 
“fomented by agitators to dis- 
commode and discredit the Ameri- 
can forces in Korea.” 


MacArthur’s report remarked 


there was an evident tendency 
for labor to strike “without pres- 
entation of demands or any at- 
tempt at mediation.” 

During September theré also 
were strikes by postal workers, 
telegraphers, government § em- 
ployes and newspaper employes. 

MacArthur said there was “more 
progress in developing an efficient 
Korean police system,” but that 
crime had increased and profiteer-

AM BREADON isn’t going 
S« rush too early into the 

bysiness of signing his world 
charfpion Cardinals for the 1947 
season. Some of the big league 
magnates have been beating the 
gun in an effort to line up their 
athletes, but Sam hasn't turned 
a hand or forwarded a contract. 

“] don't anticipate any great 
difficulty,” Breadon told the 
Post-Dispatch. “Of course, it 
makes a difference in the atti- 
tude and expectations of the 
players when they win a pen- 
nant and World Series. But 
we've had pennants and world 
titles before: Last vear we 
didn’t have a real holdout, ex- 
cept Kurowski, and when 
George and I finally got to- 
gether we settled the question 
in five’ minutes,’ 

Did Breadon expect the 
sports boom to continue through 
19477 Last year the Cardinals 
drew more than a million cash 
customers at Sportsman's Park. 

“I'm through predicting,” was 
the quick answer. “If I were 
a betting man, I’d have given 
you any odds you wanted if you 
believed the Cardinals would 
reach the million mark. Of 
course, everything was made to 
order for a record attendance— 
plenty of spending money and 
the hottest race the league ever 
has had. Nobody knows what’s 
ahead. Money may not be so 
plentiful. and it’s too ‘much to 
expect another race like that.” 


Single Sunday Games 
Will Be the 1947 Rule. 


HAT reaction did the Car- 
W cinais expect from Sunday 
baseball fans, who during 
1947 will have to be Satisfied 


with single games as a general 
rule, with doubleheaders only 
rarely on Sundays when post- 
ponements make doubling-up ab- 
solutely necessary? 

“I don’t think there will be 
any great objection to the pro- 
gram we plan,” Breadon said. 
“Under the new rules, we can’t 
play a Sunday doubleheader 
after a Saturday night game, 
tut I believe the customers want 
the Saturday night game, and 
certainly it will be a_ great 
break for the players. Some of 
the second games of Sunday 
doubleheaders last year were not 
up to the club’s best standards. 
The players were weary. The 
fans will be seeing better base- 
ball in the 1947 Sunday games. 
And it’s my opinion that a Sat- 
urday night game and a single 
Sunday game will draw more 
at the box office than a Satur- 
day afternoon game and a Sun- 
day doubleheader would draw.” 

Had there been any real offers 
for Cardinal stars during the 
recent baseball meetings? 

“No, I didn’t let anybody get 
that far,” Sam explained. “‘When 
anybody wanted to talk trade 
or purchase, I told them quickly 
that if they wanted any of our 
first-line players, that was out.” 
That seems to take care of 
the Kurowski, Slaughter, Musial 

and Pollet rumors. 


Pension Plan Unfair to 
Little Fellow, Sam Says. 

READON recently told Fred 
Brie of J. G. Taylor Spink’s 
Sporting News staff that 
baseball’s proposed pension plan 

was objectionable to him. 
“Yes, there are many features 
of the plan that I don’t like,” 
Breadon said. “Mind you, I 


want no quarrel with the play- 
ers. They'll be. tough enough 


to sign, anyhow. But I object 
to the plan chiefly because it’s 
unfair to the little fellow in the 
baseball picture and gives too 
much to the big fellows, who 
don’t and never will need any 
help. 

“For instance, as any fan 
knows, there were players on 
the 1946 Cardinal team, entitled 
to world series shares, who prob- 
ably won't stay long in the major 
leagues, I mean young players, 
up for trials. Their cut in the 
series money was reduced by 
about $1000 each. They’ll never 
get that back, It will go to the 
big fellows, the stars. Players 
who stay only three or four 
years in the majors—and there 
are many of them—will get back 
only their $250 contribution to 
the fund and then will be out of 
the pension picture. 

“It also seems out of line to 
include trainers, managers and 
coaches, whose life-span in base- 
ball is longer, A manager, coach 
or trainer can continue his work, 
and doesn’t need that pension.” 


Breadon said he would prefer 
a benefit fund to be adminis- 
tered through the Commission- 
er’s office, with needy cases in- 
vestigated and with all players, 
past, present and future, sure to 
be given substantial help when 
it is necessary.

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“Congressman’s Brain Trust’ Goes 
Into Period of Expansion Under 
Terms of Reorganization Act

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14. 
ONGRESSMEN with no pretensions to 
4 learning have at times astounded the 
folks back home with the vast erudition 
they display in speeches at the Capitol. The 
constituents blink and decide their man is a 
good deal smarter-than they had thought. 

Possibly he is, but it happens often that 
he was simply being intelligent enough to 
make yse of the Legislative Reference Serv- 
ice of the Library of Congress. 

This remarkable institution, which has 
been called the Congressman’s brain trust, 
has been growing slowly for a long time, 
but now has entered a period of expansion 
under the terms of the LaFollette-Monroney 
reorganization act. 

Insofar as it will provide legislators with 
impartial, accurate and comprehensive in- 
formation on any subject under the sun— 
the facts on which to base sound decisions— 
its functions are among the most important 

* of modern democracy. _ 

Director Ernest S. Griffith, Rhodes scholar 
and record-holding mountain climber, told 
the Post-Dispatch the expanded service will 
supply “facts, not fiction,’”’ and will give 
Congress for the first tim> parity with ex- 
ecutive agencies and private special inter- 
est groups in the field of technical equip- 
ment. 


No Duplication 
of Other Agencies. 


The need for such equalization was ex- 
pressed by the former Librarian, Archibald 
MacLeish, and has been reiterated by his 
successor, Luther Evans. MacLeish said, in 
a request for more funds for the service: 

“Members of Congress should be able to 
call upon scholarly research and counsel at 
least equal in competence to the research 
and counsel relied upon by those who ap- 
pear before Congressional committees. 
Neither the representatives of American 
business nor the representatives of the vari-| 
ous departments of Government should be 
able to draw upon expert opinion superior 
to the expert opinion available to the Con- 
gress.”’ 

Sums appropriated for the reference serv- 
ice have been insignificant when compared 
with the millions handed over, for example, 
to the Agriculture, Commerce and Labor 
Departments for research and information 
activities. The service does not propose to 
disregard or to duplicate the work of such 
agencies, many of which have highly compe- 
tent staffs, but it intends to provide facill- 
ties for critical analysis of their material. 

Congress authorized the appropriation of 
$550,000 for the service for the fiscal year 
ending next June 30, $650,000 for the next 
fiscal year and $750,000 the year after that. 
Actually, only about $478,000 is being spent 
this year, but that is more than double last 
year’s expenditures, 

When discussing inadequate appropria- 
tions, Dr. Griffith likes to relate the ‘‘in- 
credible” incident of the staff member who 
was assigned to prepare a study on the 
tremendously complicated subject of cartels. 
The staff member was receiving a salary of 
$2000 a year, or less than $40 a week. The 
job she turned out was not regarded as per- 
fect, but it was good enough to bring her 
the offer of another position in private in- 
dustry with more than twice the salary. 


Summary of Defects 
in the Present System. 


Under the reorganization, the 20 or more 
“senior specialists’ now being hired will get 
salaries of $10,000 a year, the highest com- 
pensation received by any Government em- 
ployes for this sort of work, 

Dr. Griffith's conception of the reference 
service is embodied in his views on Govern- 
ment in general. He said some time ago 
there was a strong possibility that the 
change of so many Governments from de- 
mocracy to dictatorship indicates funda- 
mental weaknesses in democracy as it has 
been conceived in the past. 

“A blind devotion to specific institutions, 
however long established, may well contain 
within it the seeds of destruction of even 
those institutions which deserve to remain,”’ 
he said. “I believe in the basic political 
philosophies of our republic and in the po- 
tential adaptability of its major institutions 
to a changed order.” 

But, he continued, there are certain as- 
pects in which we are falling short. These 
could be summarized as follows: 

1. It is increasingly apparent that the 
process of fact-finding and research is of 
transcendent importance and cuts squarely 
across legislative, executive and judicial 
processes. Every day Congressmen are con- 
fronted with the problems so specialized, 
so technical, so complex and so varied that 
an informed opinion is out of reach by any 
ordinary method; yet it is the responsibility

of Congress to determine policy in all fields. 

2. Traditienally, Congress plays the legis- 
lative role, the President the executive. Now, 
however, the basic ideas are formulated in 
administrative departments and reach Con- 
gress with their main features already de- 
termined. The fact seems to be that the 
position of the legislature is seriously im- 
paired. In the situation are certain facts 
similar to those which led to the abolition 
of the French Chamber of Deputies. We 
should be on the alert to defend our insti- 
tutions and seek ways of making them func- 
tion more effectively. 


Vested Interests 
Within Administration. 


3. We should consider the question of, a 
“rethinking” of the actual roles of Congress 
and the Administration. We should recognize 
that the questions of the present day are for 
the most part technical. The functions of 
Congress may become primarily to educate, 
to review and to “assure that the springs 
from which the ideas and measures emerge 
are neither poisoned nor tainted.’’ 


4. With regard to Congressional commit- 
tee hearings, it is assumed that if interested 
parties on both sides of a given measure 
are heard, out of such debate the public 
interest will emerge. The weakness of the 
method lies in the fact that it tends to give 
exaggerated importance to clauses affecting 
special interests and to the relative absence 
of any provision whereby the effect of a 
measure on the nation as a whole can be 
brought out clearly, 


5. It is difficult for Congressmen to get 
views from Government agencies that dif- 
fer from the views of the President. There 
are certain vested interests within the Ad- 
ministration itself. The twentieth century 
meaning of checks and balances is that Gov- 
ernment must not be arbitrary—it must 
give reasons. Such a requirement is one of 
the pillars of a “streamlined democracy.” 


With this approach in mind, Dr. Griffith 
is taking precautions to see that the serv- 
ice’s Own springs are neither poisoned nor 
tainted. He has announced that no profes- 
sioral crusaders need apply for jobs; on the 
other hand, he does not want persons’ he 
refers to as ‘“‘dehydrated.” He wants “real 
people.”’ 


Information Sources 
Are Carefully Listed. 


To insure objectivity, he plans to have 
any report prepared by a person with known 
views gone “over and checked by another 
with opposite opinions. This was done to 
some extent in the service’s recent 141-page 
documented study, “Communism in Action,” 
prepared at the request of Congressman 
Everett M. Dirksen (Rep.), Illinois, though 
the service was handicapped in having no 


Russiah translators available at that time. 

Asked if there would not be a tendency 
to slant such a report along the line of the 
political beliefs of the Congressman who 
asked for it, Dr. Griffith replied that exactly 
the same report Would Mave been prepared 
for Congré’sman Vito Marcantonio, the left- 
wing American Labor Party Representative 
from New York. 

The report evidently pleased Dirksen, 
since his office distributed copies, but it is 
unlikely that it would have wholly pleased 
Marcantonio, However, since the sources 
of all information were carefully listed, the 
reader could evaluate them to suit himself. 

The National Association of Manufactur- 
ers noted recently with concern that experts 
could be appointed to the service who would 
select and present data “intended to pro- 
mote radicai or extreme left-wing economic 
or social policies,”’ but expressed the opinion 
that business will profit ‘“‘to the extent that 
clear, sound and unprejudiced opinions and 
analyses are provided.” 

Other comprehensive studies in prepara- 
tion include a report on Fascism, a report 
on the effect of the atomic bomb on naval 
strategy, a report on the Wagner-Ellender- 
Taft housing bill and a study on the unioni- 
zation of foremen. Altogether there are 
about 25 such reports “in the works,” but 
Dr. Griffith said he couldn’t talk about the 
remainder since they were regarded as con- 
fidential until released by the legislator for 
whom they were written. 


Specialists Will 

Prepare Questions. 

In addition to preparing studies of this 
nature, the specialists will have such duties 
as attending committee meetings to suggest 
questions to the chairmen, preparing lists 
of questions to be asked witnesses at hear- 
ings and compiling advance analyses of 
issues to be considered at hearings. There 
probably will be some division of effort be- 
tween the service experts and the members 
of the committee staffs. 


The 100 professional employes and 50 
clerks of the service will continue, as in the 
past, such activities as translating docu- 
ments, seeking correct quotations to fit a 
situation, finding appropriate commemora- 
tive poems, compiling voting records and 


|refusing to ‘answer questions for use in 


puzzle contests. 


Some of the recent routine compilations 
have included listing loans and repayments 
of Federal agencies, tabulating Army and 
Navy appropriations from 1890 to 1939 and 
listing bills passed by Congress for the relief 
of suffering in other countries. Reports are 
prepared on the initiative of Dr. Griffith as 
well as by request. 

It not infrequently happens that facts 
gathered for the use of a Congressman in a 
speech are challenged on the floor. The

A survey made during the secon¢ session 
of the Seventy-seventh Congress showed that 
the Legislative Reference Service was used 
that year (1942) by every Senator and all 
but 20 members of the House. The Sen- 
ators averaged 45 inquiries each and the 
Representatives 1% the requests being pret- 
ty. equally divided between Democrats and 
Republicans, 


The service maintains the most exhaus- 
tive and detailed index of Federal law in 
existence, clips and files 165 newspapers and 
periodicals, issues a limited number of ab- 
stracts of postwar literature, compiles daily 
short summaries of a few important public 
hearings (a function to be expanded great- 
ly) and keeps certain members informed 
of developments in their special fields. 

Dr. Griffith, who has combined scholar- 
ship with an affection for the arduous sport 
of mountain climbing, has been director 
of the service since 1940. Previously, he 
was dean of the graduate school of Ameri- 
can University in Washington and held ex- 
ecutive and teaching posts at a number of 
other universities. 

He believes LaFollette was right when he 
wrote more than 30 years ago that in set- 
ting up the reference service “Congress has 
taken an important and necessary step to- 
ward rendering the business of law making 
more efficient, more exact, economically 
sound and scientific.”

Although openly engaged in acts of terror, 
all three Jewish terrorist groups reject that 
appellation and desire to be called Patriots 
or Partisans. For their origin we must go 
back to the early twenties, when thou- 
sands of Jewish young men and women in 
Kastern Europe closed their books at the 
universities, or resigned their jobs at the 
offices to answer the call for pioneers to 
the Holy Land, to help build the ‘National 
Home” in Palestine. 


Hagana Develops 
From Early Settlers. 


These young men and women built roads, 
drained swamps, established communal colo- 
nies, defended themselves against maraud- 
ing Arabs and finally evolved into a well 
knit defense organizatidn called the Hagana 
(Hebrew for self-defense). 


When the White Paper of 1939, which 
limited for a time and. then completely 
closed Palestine to Jewish immigration and 
forbade the sale of land to Jews, was pro- 
mulgated, any hopes for a national Jewish 
state in Palestine were shattered. The Ha- 
gana thereupon resolved to resist the White 
Paper by force. Before this armed resist- 
ance got under way, the Second World War 
broke out. The Hagana called off its re- 
sistance to the British authorities in Pales- 
tine, and became a Partisan army ‘trained by 
the British primarily to fight behind the line 
if the Nazis occupied Palestine, but also for 
direct intelligence and sabotage work in the 
Mediterranean,

ROM the street, 
F Roosevelt Col- 

lege looks like 
any other drab office 
building in the center 
of a busy city. It has 
neither the decks of 
ivy, the broad lawns 
and white - slabbed 
walks, nor the Gothic 
spires nor Georgian 
towers. It is a mat- 
ter - of - fact parcel of 
downtown property 
which houses insur- 
ance firms and other 
businesses in addition 
to an unusual seat of higher learning. 

When the elevator stops at one of the 
floors occupied by the college the sight is 
also out of the ordinary.. Classrooms are 
converted offices, there are few bulletin 
boards and everyone seems to be in a hurry. 
The students, too, are different from those 
in most colleges because they are selected 
solely on the basis of intellectual qualifi- 
cation. They are accepted regardless of 
race, color, creed, economic level or na- 
tional origin. 

Roosevelt College claims the distinction 
of being the only institution of higher 
learning in the United States giving the 
standard undergraduate training, that does 
not have a quota system. College literature 
says the officials cannot determine how

In a report on growth over the 12-month 
period from.September, 1945, to September, 
the college cites an increase in the 
student body of 2500. It was 1200 in 1945, 
swelled to 3700 in 1946. The faculty grew 
from 84 to 161 in the same period, while 
the college was accepted as a full senior 
member of the North Central Association. 
Its veteran-students are entitled to draw on 
the resources available to servicemen as 
specified in the G.I. Bill of Rights. 


Tuition is moderate and some aid is 
available to the needy. The student body 
is a mixture of many groups, ranging from 
upper middle class to,those compelled to 
work their way through college. To aid 
those forced to support themselves, classes 
are held both day and night. 

Officers of the college believe in carry- 
ing the institution’s message of tolerance 
beyond the academic community. “Within 
the walls of the institutidn there is no need 
to work for better ‘race relations’ because 
races are forgotten and men are simply 
men,” says one of the college pronounce- 


“But the college extends itself into 
the cemmunity for the betterment of the 
race problem, Faculty and students are en- 
couraged to work with courage and 
mination for the ideals in which 
lieve,’”’ 

If this sounds like propaganda it is stil! 
an indication of the earnestness with which 
the college and its population lives its be- 
liefs. Men and women, white, Negro, Ori- 
ental, work at the same problems in the 
classroom and mix socially after classes, at 
lunch, at the theater, at church or at recre- 
ation. 

As a result of this complete social inter- 
mingling regardless of race or religion, ad- 
ministrators of the college declare, the bur- 
den of inferiority carried by minority groups 
has been Issened. Moreover, they say, the 
spirit of understanding and co-operation has | 
deepened among the white Protestant stu- | 
dents.

Two Birds With One Stone 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The inefficient organization of the 
construction industry is cited as one 
reason for the difficulties in which the 
veterans’ housing program finds itself. 
Yet who fails to remember the erection 
of vast war plants by the heavy con- 
atruction portion of this industry in the 
space of months? 

Has not this portion of the industry, 
which could erect the rental housing so 
desired by the veteran in an equally 
short space of time, been set aside in 
favor of the small section that tradi- 
tionally constructs small houses for sale 
—small houses that require the frac- 
tional horsepower motors, small panel 
boards, lumber, individual furnaces and 
innumerable other items difficult of 
procurement? 

The construction of war plants was 
considered to be a national problem and 
the Government gave the orders and as- 
sumed the risk. If housing is such a 
national problem that the construction 
industry, alone of all industries in the 
country, must continue to operate under 
orders, will it not be necessary for the 
Government, as in the case of the war 
plants, to assume some portion of the 
risk by extending subsidies or tax re- 
bates” 

Or would it be better to remove ceil- 
ings on new rentals and let the veteran 
benefit by the general increase in the 
pool of units that would result? 

While the program properly has for 
its purpose the housing of the veteran, 
it appears to fail to take into account 
another closely connected problem of 
grave social significance, This is the 
problem of slum clearance through the 
erection of low-cost rental housing 
toward a solution of which every city 
in the country has been working for 
several years. 

Aimed mainly at the construction for 
gale of small houses on tiny lots on the 
outskirts of our cities, it is conceivable 
that the veterans’ housing program may 
be proved eventually to have blessed the 
construction of new blighted areas 
around the periphery of our present 
ones. 

Would it not be better to endeavor to 
tle the two programs together and, by 
utilizing the obvious talents of the heavy 
construction industry working under 
gome form of subsidy (which has al- 
ready been widely discussed and gen- 
erally accepted in the case of slum- 
clearance) solve two grave problems at 
the same time’

A CONFUSED VETERAN. 


When Good Sense Prevails 


Should the United States Government, through 
the State Department, disseminate news of 
America.to other countries? This question was 
warmly debated at the last meeting of the 
American \Society of Newspaper Editors, and 
the outcome was appointment of a committee 
to make recOmmendations. 

The committee now comes forward with a 
very sensible answer. It believes that, under 
present conditions, the Government is justified 
in making its activities and policies clear to the 
world through the State Department. At the 
same time, the committee recognizes the dangers 
inherent in Government dissemination of news 
and suggests a committee be formed to review’ 
at intervals the work of the State Department 
in this regard. The committee's findings would 
be made availabye to the membership of the 
ASNE. / 

Thus, what bnce promised to be a red-hot con- 
troversy yields to good judgment and good sense, 
Throughout fhe war, the State Department sent 
news of thfs country over short wave to the 
world, using AP and UP wire reports as well as 
other news sburces. This was accepted all 
around as a war measure. But when the war 
was over, both AP and UP withdrew their re- 
ports. 

The AP, UP concurring, said the Government 
“cannot engage in newscasting without creating 
the fear of propaganda which necessarily would 
reflect upon the objectivity of the news services 
from which such newscasts are prepared.” This 
statement was high-minded enough, on its face, 
but the news services had a commercial motive, 
too, as Roy Howard frankly admitted on the floor 
at the ASNE meeting. 

It was feared by the press associations that, 
if the Government remained in the field of 
news dissemination, the market for AP and UP 
reports would be narrowed. 

Despite withdrawal of AP and UP services, 
the State Department got along without them. 
It continued to broadcast the news. William 
Benton, Assistant Secretary of State, in charge 
of the program, felt very strongly, however, that 
it would be a happier situation if the press of the 
country took a friendly and sympathetic view of 
the problem. So he appealed to the editors at 
the ASNE convention for such an attitude. 

In capsule, the situation is this: There are 
many parts of the world that do not. have access 
to news of this country, and the evidence shows 
that in Soviet Russia and many other places the 
people thirst for it. It is important to them and 
it is important to us that an undistorted picture 
of America be available. Other nations—Great 
Britain, Soviet Russia and so on—are spending 
much more than we are to give the world news 
from their countries. The State Department, 
therefore, is only filling a vacuum by its short- 
wave-broadcasts. 

How highly valuable it is for peoples elsewhere 
to have access to American news was graphically 
shown by Kent Cooper in his fine book, “Barriers 
Down.” For want of such access in years gone 
by, peoples elsewhere had to accept the picture 
of this country as screened through British 
Reuter’s, French Havas, Germany’s Wolff and 
other news agencies. Small wonder that these 
agencies, used as instruments of empire, caused 
the world to believe that we were a nation of 
gangsters, wild Indians and Hollywood fakers. 
It is more important than ever, now that America 
is taking its full responsibility in world affairs, 
that the world shoull know us as we really are. 

Mr. Benton made it clear, at the time of the 
ANSE meeting, that the State Department would 
willingly withdraw from the field of news dis- 
semination if private agencies were willing to 
do the job which must be done. Private agencies, 
however, were unwilling to take over. As Ben 
Reese, managing editor of the Post-Dispatch and 
a member of the committee which has now re- 
ported, says: “I am convinced that private enter- 
prise cannot and will not undertake this mission, 

.. I am in favor of supporting strongly ade- 
quate congressional appropriations for the con- 
tinuance of the State Department broadcast.” 

At any future time, if private agencies want 
to take over the task, no doubt the State Depart- 
ment will be glad to relinquish it. Meantime, it 
is performing a necessary service. Whatever 
misgivings may be felt as to the possibility that 
the State Department may fall into error or 
abuse should be dispelled by the ASNE’s con- 
tinued scrutiny of its broadcasts. 
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Congress Begins to Convene 

Returning to Washington from a post-election 
tropical vacation, Senator Taft of Ohio has called 
a special meeting of a subcommittee of the 
Senate Labor Committee on labor legislation. 
In addition to Taft, the Senators in attendance 
are Ball of Minnesota, Smith of New Jersey and 
Morse of Oregon. 

We note this not only because it shows the 
Republicans at work on labor legislation, but 
because it shows them at work although it is 
still almost a month before the new Congress 
will formally meet.

At the same time 
there are extenuating circumstances which the 
youngsters ought to bear in mind. 

Life hasn’t been all icebergs and sleigh-bells 
for Santa Claus these last few years. Conditions 
at the North Pole have been—let us face it— 
occasionally unidyllic. Full employment was a 
fine objective which Santa set for himself, but 
what with certain differences of opinion in 
various parts of the world, it didn’t quite come 
off. With wars, peace conferences, normalcy, 
presidential campaigning and other frontier in- 
cidents taking up so much of the supplies, he 
(we can all join in on the chorus) COULDN'T 
GET THE MATERIALS. And not even Santa, 
for all his good intentions and all his legerde- 
main can make a little red wagon out of a piece 
of board that is currently in use as a shillelagh. 

But Santa's good intentions were still big 


enough to embrace all children everywhere, and 
if he said he was going to bring a bicycle, he 
really meant to. If he failed to keep his promise, 
it was due to conditions beyond his control. 
Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa Claus, and this 
year there are even bicycles. But no, Virginia, 
do not sock him because North Polar schedules 
like South Polar schedules and those of all in- 
tervening horizons, have had recently to be sub- 
ject to change without notice. Santa’s best may 
have been disappointing on occasion, but he has 
done it, and we wish we could say as much for 
the rest of us. 


Hope for Housing 

At least five aircraft manufacturers will build 
aluminum houses on assembly lines “in the near 
future,” says Deputy Housing Administrator 
Robert A. Irwin, and 100,000 units are expected 
in 1947. Here is a hope, for the aircraft indus- 
try made one of the quick miracles of can-do in 
the recent war. If aluminum makes sound air- 
planes, it will also make sound houses, and woe 
be to local authorities and vested building labor 
who fight this hope with restrictive building 
codes. 

However, the hope will set no hearts aflame 
until performance starts running off the assem- 
bly lines. As of today, the veteran’s housing 


program has produced more snug statistics than. 


snug houses. Too few have been started. Fewer 
than that have been finished promptly. Mean- 
while the winter draws near, when the intimacies 
of doubling-up reach the point of high irritation. 

In part, the fault is with builders, real estate 
interests and materials producers, who some- 
times give the impression that they want the 
program to be a miserable bust—and, of course, 
with the business-as-usual people who captured 
materials and labor for stores and swimming 
pools. 

Mostly—and a fine admission it is to those 
who preserved our homes in hardship and blood 
—the American people were willing to throw 
full effort into fighting Germans and Japs, but 
not into providing roofs for the heroes. which is 
not considered an urgent business. 


So the question is still how near the near - 


future is, and how sure. How near is too little 


and too late? 
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A Warning to "Be Heeded 


Senator Wiley of Wisconsin, who is due to be- 
come Senate Judiciary chairman when the Re- 
publicans take control next month, says that the 
committee is going to give judicial nominations 
a careful review before they are reported to the 
floor. He says the ranks of the 284 Federal 
Judges have become “lop-sided” politically be- 
cause of 14 years of Democratic appointments. 

It can be taken for granted that if the new 
majority scrutinizes judicial nominations it will 
also give appointments to the post of United 
States Attorney a thorough inspection.

LOOK AT AMERICA: THE COUNTRY YOU KNOW— 
AND DON'T KNOW, by the editors of Look Maga- 
zine. (Houghton Mifflin Co. Boston.) 

It would be hard to think of a single 
Christmas gift book more universally ac- 
ceptable over the whole United States in 
the hands of all kinds of people than this 
handsome volume of pictures of the life 
and wonders, both natural and man-made, 
in our great land, 

A panorama of the entire country, this is 
the first in an ambitious series of nine 
picture-and-text books, all the rest to be on 
a regional basis. This one is the anthology, 
so to speak, with the full works yet to come. 
Thirty-five persons worked more than a 
year and the hundreds of pictures were 
chosen from a total of 11,000 views. 

Everything important seemingly is here 
—the cities, the countryside, the industries, 
the culture, the work and play—literally 
from the rockbound coast of Maine to the 
sunbathed beaches of California. Middle- 
westerners will be pleased to see that 
the colored frontispiece is a woods road 
winding through familiar trees in the 
height of autumn glory—a typical Missis- 
sippi valley October scene.

Here is a sample of the text: “Mules, 
corn-cob pipes, showboats, flatboats, steam- 
boats, ‘Show Me,’ Ozarks, Mark Twain, 
Daniel Boone, Dred Scott, Thomas Hart 
Benton—that is Missouri. A strange fate 
was reserved for the old French trading 
post of St. Louis, for a while held by the 
Spanish only to end up as what has been 
called ‘an island of Germanic culture in a 
sea of Anglo-Saxon indifference.’” 

Illinois is described as “the First Province 
of the Middle Kingdom” by virtue of its 
“enterprise, trade, its position as meeting 
place of North, South, East and West.”

The public may be getting weary of war 
novels. If so, that is unfortunate because 
it is only now that the men who really 
have the essential equipment to write war 
novels—that is, experience—are finding 
time to do it. 

Robert Lowry, 27 years old, is one of 
these. His brief novel never takes us to 
the battlefield. The scene is in Italy, in 
a photographic reconnaissance post far to 
the rear, the sort of station where most 
men “sweated it out.” Thus, he is able to 
give the real thing—the substance of the 
life experience of men who lived in such 
places. 

That such life is drab and dull and dead- 
ening we have long believed. That the 
emotions of men living in such places are 
gaunt and barren and intense with daily 
ennui we have also known. But we have 
needed to feel such emotions ourselves. 
That is to say, we have needed such a book 
as Robert Lowry’s. 

The illogical nature of war is presented 
as savagely, as realistically, as if there were 
a battle going on. Mr, Lowry’s book de- 
mands the attention due to good prose and 
sound apprehension. Readers may expect 
to hear more of this young writer.

The life of Stendhal (Marie-Henri Beyle) 
reads like a Cecil B. DeMille mjxture of 
Anthony Adverse, Don Juan, the Scarlet 
Pimpernel and other oddments of historical 
romance, picaresqu@ fiction and political 
intrigue. He loved his nickname, “the ro- 
mantic hussar.” He served with Napoleon. 
He was under fire in the Alps, heard the 
cannon at Marengo and saw the burning 
of Ebersberg, Smolensk and Moscow. 

In him mingled soldier, man of fortune, 
society wit, diplomat, traveler, revolution- 
ary conspirator, even the “immoral philos- 
opher.” A poseur, he mocked his own 
poses. 

His life’s furious pace did not exclude 
plan. His “art of life,” or “Beylism,” in- 
cluded constantly being in or falling out 
of love, along with an excited and exuber- 
ant cosmopolitanism. The “eternal tour- 
ist,” he was one of the earliest of “good 
Europeans.” Passionately fond of Italy, 
where he lived many years, he led the most 
unsedentary of lives. No mechanical Casa- 
nova, he was “the dupe of his own heart.” 

* * 7 

A toughminded moralist, he analyzed 
himself as well as others. Seventy years 
before Freud, he knew about suppressed 
desires and inferiority complexes. It was 
his character “to see always in imagina- 
tion the end of a love affair even before its 
consummation.” And so in his literary 
work: he “preened himself for posterity 
while living for the moment.” “I am tak- 
ing out a ticket in a lottery whose winning 
number is 1935,” he sa’d. 

Such, largely, was the man revealed in 
this comprehensive biography. He lived 
from 1783 to 1842, a transition figure from 
rationalism and revolution to romanticism. 
He searched the human heart to draw 
heroes at least one of whom acted power- 
fully 100 years later. In the defeated, oc- 
cupied France of 1940, the teachings of 
Stendhal and his hero, Julien Sorel, were 
the secret cult of the Underground. In 
creating Julien, Author Josephson says, 
Stendahl became “the first modern man.”

masterpieces—"The Red and the 
(1831) and “The Charterhouse of 
(1839)—make many critics rank 
him with Balzac. Henry James, Turjyenev 
and Flaubert were his debtors. Proust 
must own Stendhal originator of the “long 
interior monologue.” Emile Zola cailed 
him “the father of us all,” and Paul Bour- 
get declared that “there was something of 
Leonardo da Vinci in him.” 

He died almost unnoticed. Today, he is 
“one of the glories of France.” In this bi- 
ography, he stands forth the giant that his 
booming reputation of the past few decades 
has made him. It is easy to understand 
why Mr. Josephson calls Stendhal his fa- 
vorite author.

The ancient scroll of warrior 
merchants, headed by such as 
Clive of India, Cecil Rhodes and 
Prince Rupert, has changed to 
a list of company directors, or, 
in many cases, disappeared alto- 
gether in step with the nation’s 
retiring armies of colonial acquis- 
itors. 

As New Delhi watches a native 
congress on the threshold of inde- 
pendence, the diligent seeker in 
London's telephone directory can- 
not find a number for the East 
India Company, that colonizing 
battalion of armed traders who 
welded a sub-continent into the 
British empire. 

Queen Elizabeth's “governor and 
company of merchants of London 
trading into the East Indies,” who 
subjugated the savagery and 
reaped the riches of Seventeenth 
century India, quelled Dutch, 
French, Spanish, Austrian, Danish 
and Swedish ambitions in its 
stride, and possessed a land with 
a blunderbuss in one hand and a 
quill pen in the other, now have 
taken refuge in the pages of his- 
tory books. 

Small Group Still Exists. 

Other adventurers who fash- 
ioned the ledgers of trade into 
the arms of colonization have 
gone the same way into memor- 
able extinction. A corporal’s guard 
clings tenaciously to existence, 
though its swords of administra- 
tive authority are rusted and 
blunted among the ramifications 
of investment and filance. 

At least one of these ancient 
companies, though, is resurging 
with a good deal of its old pug- 
nacity. While the East India Com- 
pany sleeps with the bones of 
Clive and Pitt, and the British 
South Africa Company dozes as a 
quiet investment concern, a new 
campaign has been launched and 
almost won by the Hudson's Bay 
Company, pioneers of British »usi- 
ness in Canada’s Arctic fringes. 

Shorn of the governing power 
that once bristled from chains of 
forts spanning the wastes of Ru- 
pert's Land, Hudson’s Bay execu- 
tives in London are refortifying 
their still vast tracts of territory 
with commercial armaments of 
formidable caliber. Their target ‘s 
recapture of the world’s fur trade. 

Within Sight of New Goal, 
Two hundrel and seventy-six 
years after King Charles II grant- 
ed a royal charter to his cousin 
Prince Rupert and 17 other noble- 
men as “the governor and com- 
pany of adventurers of England 
trading into the Hudson's Bay,’ 
the virile commercial progeny of 
those colonial traders today are 
within sight of their new goal. 
The Rupert's Land of 1670 has 
developed greatly from the white 
wilderness where 120 company em- 
ployes first shivered and bartered 
and repelled poachers from other 
nations. Fort Garry, lonely out- 
post which relayed precious skins 
to the auctions of London, has 
blossomed into thriving Winnipeg. 
From 1869, vigorous Canadian gov- 
ernments have administered the 
prospering territory while permit- 
ting the company retention of 
posts and stations. 

Yet, :hrough all the changes and 
progress, the Hudson’s Bay Com- 
pany, while steadily ceding its gov- 
erning rights, fended off encroach- 
ing competition, continued to trap 
the wealth of Canada’s pelts and 
sieve it through the Hudson Strait 
to London. 

British fur magrates who had 
wrought London's traditions inthe 
trade, scattered to New York and 
Montreal during the war, and for 
six years London's fur market 
echoed emptily to bursting bombs. 
With peace, it bustled into activ- 
ity again, and today Hudson's Bay 
Company officials are proclaiming 
London's “return as the fur cen- 
ter of the world.” 

Aided By Lifting of Embargo. 

In this revival, the traders have 
been assisted by Government re- 
moval of an embargo on the im- 
port into the country of raw fur 
skins. 

Fruits of such initiative were 
evident at the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany’s first postwar auction in 
London this year. In the first 
hour, $200,000 worth of furs were 
sold, and at prices higher than 
those obtaining in New York. Bus-

Offshoot of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company’s resuscitation is the 
boost to Britain’s dollar funds, 
since about half the skins auc- 
tioned in London are re-exported 
across the Atlantic, principally to 
the United States and the com- 
pany’s Canadian chain of depart- 
ment stores. 


Company in South Afrida. 


A younger, but now less active, 
concern, still incorporated under 
royal charter, is the British South 
Africa Company, foundling of 
Cecil Rhodes and soldier-settlers 
who wrested Rhodesia from its 
tribes, 

Fifty years of colonizing, iron- 
ing out rebellions, stPangling slave 
traffic, exploiting minerals and 
laying down railroad networks 
have left the British South Africa 
Compeny with immense financial 
control in the land of its origins. 

But the only echo of the proud 
administrative authority once 
wielded by Rhodes and his set- 
tlers is found in the annual cere- 
mony of hoisting the flag at mod- 
ern Salisbury, where Rhodes 
broke out the Union Jack Sept. 
12, 1890, at the outpost he named 
Fort Victoria. Each year, a 
handful of Rhodes’s followers sa- 
lute the occasion, mingling among 
celebrants who have lived undef 
an independent Rhodesian gov- 
ernment since 1924. P 

The epic of the company’s colo- 
nization program between 1890 and 
1924 was written by a small band 
of men inspired with the same 
courage and fortitude as Ceci] 
Rhodes. The company’s adminis- 
trator, Dr, L, S. Jameson, rode in 
the van of a tiny body of settlers 
to smash the hordes of King Lob- 
engula’s tribesmen in the Mata- 
bele war of 1893. His example of 
personal courage was copied in a 
host of incidents by company 
agents as they wove their web of 
commerce and administration over 
the newly-won jungle and lake- 
side, 


Exploitation Rights Conceded. 


Native kings and tribal chiefs 
gradually permitted entry and 
conceded exploitation rights, and 
in the wake of the company’s ex- 
plorers came herculean labor proj- 
ects, boring mines, ranching broad 
acres, mapping and laying rail 
tracks. The rewult today is a ver- 
satile nucleus of sedentary busi- 
ness men in offices in London and 
Rhodesia, tending huge fields of 
finance that accrue from. the 
country’s railroads and citrus plan- 
tations and royalties from all of 
Rhodesia’s copper, gold and coal! 
mines. 

At present in process of liquida- 

tion is the British North Borneo 
Company whose pioneers grappled 
with wild head-hunters to grow 
colonial assets out of dank swamp 
and forest. 
The British Colonial office has 
taken over the administration of 
the company’s territory and is set- 
tling final financial details before 
the empire-building organization 
evaporates into extinction. 

The British North Borneo Com- 
pany based itg fortunes on rub- 
ber, copra, hemp and _ tropical 
hardwoods, and so well did it fos- 
ter the vegetation of its uninvit- 
ing and treacherous land that the 
shareholders recently rejected a 
government offer of $8,400,000 for 
the 30,000 square-mile property. 

Thus have these British char- 
tered trading companies, and a 
list of others less significant, en- 
twined themselves around the 
roots of Britain’s imperialism. The 
flag followed their trade. Today 
the wheel has spun full circle. 
Their trade is firmly entrenched 


under the flag.

“Liquid” Powder Promises to Make Raincoat That Never 
Leaks; Talking Lamp; Tooth Decay Prevention. 


By H. W. BLAKESLEE 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. Dec. 14 
(AP)—A large bottle of white pow- 
der stands on the desk of Dr. 
Floyd E. Bartell, professor of 
chemistry at the University of 
Michigan. 

Shake the bottle and the pow- 
der appears to become a liquid. It 
siops and splashes, because the 
particles are so fine that they flow 
almost like water. 

Pour a little of this powder into 
a giass filled with water. The 
powder rests entirely on top of 
the water, forming a film _ re- 
sembling snow-white ice, 


Poke a finger down through the 
white powder film and deep into 
the water, and the finger comes 
@eut of the water -perfectly dry. 
There is nothing visible on the 
finger. But there is a sensation of 
extra dryness of the skin. 

This powder is the base of some 
new waterproofing materials, that 
promise to do a thing long im- 
possible. This is to let the molis- 
ture and heat of the body out 
through raincoating that does not 
permit the lecet water to enter 
from the outside.

In laboratory experiments, this 
coating permits the passage of 
about as much moisture as would 
come from the sweat of a person 
walking at a brisk pace, 

The new materials are a prod- 
uct of the war. But most of them 
did not develop until the very end 
or later. The war work began 
with clothing to insulate against 
cold. For this purpose the Michi- 
gan chemists started with the 
warmest of all known insulators. 
This is silica aerogel, a light, por- 
ous substance. 


Water Repellant. 


Aerogel however soaks up water 
The second step was to make the 
aerogel water repellant. This was 
done with a silane, which is a 
new chemical compound produced 
by the Minnesota Mining and 
Manufacturing company of 8t 
Paul, Silane is a hydrocarbon in 
which the carbon has been re- 
moved and replaced with silica. It 
was originally produced to put on 
abrasives so that they would stick 
better to adhesives. 

Water simply will not wet silane 
Poured on a silane coated com- 
pound, water acts like mercury. 


The water breaks up into drops, 
small and large, that roll around 
without leaving any trace of wet- 
ness. 

The silane treated compounds 
are made into a substance with 
the consistency of toothpaste and 
spread on fabrics, Heat dries the 
paste to a permanent coating. The 
first fabrics thus treated were 
heavy textiles. They were not only 
warm but so water repellant that 
a man wearing a coverall garment 
zipped up to his neck could jump 
into deep water with no life pre 
server. He could lie on top of the 
water as if stretched out on a 
deeply cushioned bed. 

The aerogel paste bonds with 
any kind of fabric, and also with 
metal. It is placed sometimes as a 
layer between two layers of cloth, 
or as a coating on one side, It 
can be made very thick or very 
thin. It takes dyes and is begin- 
ning to be made in all colors, 

Aerogel pads have replaced rub. 
ber. sheeting in some hospitals, 
The aerogel is softer, more com- 
fortable and does not become hot 
like rubber.

Talking Lamp. 

The wartime talking lamp is ex- 
pected to be useful in disaster 
areas where telephone lines are 
down and elimatic conditions 
make radio {mpossible. This lamp 
was designed for the Navy by Dr. 
Norman C. Beese, Westinghouse 
research engineer. Its light comes 
mostly from caesium vapor. The 
vapor of this metal gives hardly 
any visible light, but much heat 
The heat rays carry the voice as 
truly as a good telephone.

Tests of fluorine on children’s 
teeth, to prevent decay, made at 
Hibbing, Chisholm and Virginia, 
Minn., showed good results, but 
only if more than three applica- 
tions were used.

Greed is mentioned four times 
as frequently as any other factor 
by the sample of civilian adults in 
all walks of life who were inter- 
viewed. Some people were unable 
to decide what single factor was 
most important and named several 
different causes of wars. 

The second most commonly men- 
tioned cause for wars—the actions 
of specific groups of people, such 
as militarists, politicians, and dic- 
tators—was me~tioned by 20 per 
cent of the public. Another 15 per 
cent believe that the desire to 
fight is inherent in human nature 
itself. Still other factors, such as 
politics, the ambitions of particu- 
lar nations, economic rivalries and 
maladjustments, and misunder- 
standings of every sort, were also 
considered serious by significant 
numbers of those interviewed. 
Questions Asked, 


When interviewers asked, “In 
gtneral, what do you think is 
usually the main cause of wars?” 
81% of the public suggested 
greed for political or eco- 
nomic power, for land, for 
money, for trade or re- 
sources, 
blamed specific groups of 
people, dictators,  politic- 
ians, militarists, munitions 
manufacturers, inter- 
national bankers.

Generally 
speaking, persons in the more 
privileged educational and _ eco- 
nomic groups, professional and 
white collar workers, white per- 
sons, and those living in large 
metropolitan areas most often 
name several factors rather than 
a single cause. In these groups 
are also found the highest percen- 
tages of responses suggesting 
greed as a main cause. 

While 82 per cent of the white 
population suggest greed as a 
principal cause of war, a smaller 
majority of Negroes, 62 per cent, 
hold this view. White persons 
are also more likely than Negroes 
to blame certain individuals and 
groups for starting wars or to 
mention political causes, In con- 
trast, 32 per cent of Negroes but 
only 12 per cent of whites express 
the conviction that the tendency

More than 600 requests for 
Christmas gifts for needy families 
and individuals have been sent to 
the Christmas Bureau of the So- 
cial Planning Council of S&St. 
Louls and St. Louis county, Mrs: 
J. Eldred Newton, bureau chair- 
man, announced yesterday. 

Requests for help come to the 
bureau from social agencies, 
where each case is checked care- 
fully before the request is for- 
warded to the Christmas Bureau, 
Mrs. Newton said. Those for 
whom help is asked represent all 
races and religious creeds, 

Included in the 600 requests are 
some from institutions which de- 
sire such items as play equip- 
ment, swings, movie cameras and 
record players, she said. Some 
institutions have asked for wheel 
chairs and false teeth for old 
persons. 

In some cases, social workers 
have recommended that the bu- 
reau make gitts of cash in order 
that parents of needy families 
may have the pleasure of playing 
Santa Claus for their own chil- 
dren, Mrs. Newton said. 

In other cases, however, spe- 
cific items have been requested. 
One needy Negro family desires 
two Boy Scout uniforms, sizes 14 
and 12, for two of their sons who 
wish to poin the scouts. The 
boys’ father is blind and the fam- 
ily is receiving ald for dependent 
children. 

Another family is in serious 
need of clothing and blankets. The 
mother works to support her four 
children, ranging in age from 
nine to 14 years, but social work- 
ers reported that her income is 
not adequate to provide the arti- 
cles requested. 

The plight of the old people 
should not be forgotten, Mrs. New- 
ton said. Many social workers 
have called the bureau's attention 
to the needy among the aged, 
many of whom are living in dreary 
rooms on old-age pensions that 
average about $34 a month.

Even Silos Used, by Inge- 
nuity in Remodeling, to 
Combat Housing Short- 
age.

NEW YORK, Dec. 14 (AP) — 
Many war veterans, caught be- 
tween homelessness and inflated 
building costs, are taking a short 
cut in solving their housing 
problem by remodeling available 


space in existing structures. 
Long forgotten attics, second 
stories of homes restricted by the 
servant shortage, old barns, 
chicken coops, parts of basements 
and even unrented stores have 
been transformed into attractive 
apartments that fill a portion of 
the demand for homes. 

Speeding this movement have 
been three factors: 

Priorities for materials have 
been granted if the remodeling 
is done for a veteran. 

The relatively small amounts 
of materials and labor required 
help eliminate delays, 

Remodeling jobs are com- 
pleted within a matter of days 
—in some cases hours—while 
the long-heralded production of 
new homes has made compara- 
tively little progress. 

New Housing Far Short. 

Soon after V-J day, the Nationa] 
Housing Agency predicted 1,250,- 
000 new homes would be com- 
pleted in the first peacetime year. 
As shortages and building costs 
became manifest, that estimate 
was reduced to 1,000,000, then to 
800,000. Recently Prof. Sumner H. 
Slichter of Harvard pointed out 
that even if 800,000 could be com- 
pleted by the end of this year, it 
would fall short of the 937,000 pro- 
rc in 1925 when the housing 
shortage was negligible com 
with today’s, iat _— 

So, remodeling is providing liv- 
ing quarters for a portion of the 
2,700,000 veterans estimated to be 
in need of homes. It is accom- 
modating those among them who 
are most in need of housing — 
young men unable to swing long- 
term payments for boom-priced 
dwellings. 

In rural areas of the Middle 
West enterprising veterans have 
converted even silos into homes. 
In the suburbs of Boston, several] 
unused private garages have been

‘HUMAN ASPECT’ ROLE CITED 
ON INDUSTRIAL RELATIONS 


The importance of the “human 
aspect” in industrial relations is 
often overlooked, the Rev. Leo C. 
Brown, 8.J., dean of St. Louis Uni- 
versity’s institute of social sciences 
and director of its labor school, 
said in the December isue of the 
university’s Alumni News. 

The importance of the economic 
and juridical aspects has been 
recognized by industry and the 
public, he said in his article, but 
the human aspect, “which is of 
overwhelmingly greater import- 
ance,” has been largely neglected. 

“As human beings, all of us have 
fa sense of dignity and personal 
worth,” Father Brown declared. 
“We deeply resent affronts from 
those whose position of authority 
prevents equal retort.

known as a “wall”—only recently, 
when planes crossed the 600-mile- 
an-hour mark. That speed is about 
four-fifths the speed of sound un- 
der so-called standard conditions. 
This means 59 degrees Fahrenheit 
at sea-level altitude. 

Since all of man’s flight has 
been at sub-sonic speeds (less 
than speed of sound), the prob- 
lems in that range have been 
studied thoroughly. And since bul- 
lets and rockets travel at super- 
sonic (faster than sound) speeds, 
that range is familiar too. 
Dividing Line Brings Trouble. 
The trouble develops along the 
dividing line, where sub- and 
super-sonic characteristics meet. 
A missile passes through that 
area (trans-sonic range) so quick- 
ly that it is not appreciably af- 
fected. 

Furthermore, a missile does not 
depend on aerodynamics for 
flight. A man-carrying machine 
cannot be expected to accelerate 
so rapidly, and it does depend on 
aerodynamics for lift and control. 
Any object moving in a medium 
such as air or water encounters 
resistance which increases in a 
known ratio with speed. In flight, 
the rate of resistance rises almost 
perpendicularly as speed nears 
that of sound, then falls off 
sharply but soon resumes its 
steady climb. 

The speed of sound varies from 
660 miles an hour at 67 degrees 
below zero to nearly 800 miles an 
hour at 100 degrees above zero 
(Fahrenheit). The speed of sound 
is stated as Mach number 1, a 
standard for all air conditions. A 
plane traveling 660 miles an hour 
in -67 degree temperature would 
have precisely the same _ condi- 
tions as one going 800 miles an 
hour in 100-degree air. 

Jet airplanes now carry tau 
ometers which show the relation 
of their forward speed to the 
speed of sound under existing 
conditions. (The Mach number is 
named for Ernst Mach, an Aus- 
trian physicist who pioneered the 
study of high speed shock waves.) 

Some idea of what happens in 
the trans-sonic range has been il- 
lustrated by “Schlieren” photo- 
graphs in high speed tunnels 
using tiny wing section models. 
Schlieren photography pictures 
the varying densities of air by 
means of light refraction — the 
same idea whichgcauses a stick 
to appear bent when part of it is 
in water. 

Data from Pictures. 

The pictures of these varying 

ensities disclose the formation, 
development and dissolution of 
shock waves with respect to vari- 
ous airfoil shapes. 

It appears that in relatively low 
speeds the shock is not great 
enough to be serious. In super- 
sonic speeds; the wing section out- 
runs the shock, 

At trans-sonic speeds it is right 
in the middle of the disturbance 
which results when the air slows 
down from super-sonic to sub- 
sonic speeds and forms a shock 
wave. 

This change in speed is caused 
by the shape of the wing, which 
makes the air travel faster over 
the front part of the curve and 
permits it to slow down after pass- 
ing the thickest part of the wing.

Not Until She Was Dying Did Society 
Matron Reveal That She Had 59- 
Year-Old Son and That Doctor Who 
‘Adopted’ Him Was His Father

NEW YORK, Dec, 14. 

HE murky depths of the long- 

forgotten past are being 

plumbed in Surrogate’s Court 
here for vivid details of an old 
story of romance and youthful 
passion. Private lives of a dis- 
tinguished Massachusetts physi- 
cian, a wealthy and socially promi- 
nent Fifth avenue matron, and of 
a hitherto prosaic small-town fam- 
ily man are entwined in the bi- 
zarre account. 

The ashes of a 60-year-old love 
affair between Dr. Willard B. Se- 
gur and Mrs. Mabel Greer are be- 
ing sifted by potential heirs to 
Mrs. Greer’s estate, estimated at 
nearly $500,000. Dr. Segur car- 
ried the secret of their childhood 
infatuation to his grave. The con- 
sequences of their early folly were 
finally ‘disclosed in startling fash- 
ion in Probate Court, where Mrs. 
Greer’s will ‘was recorded. 


She was the widow of Louis 
Morris Greer, utilities magnet and 
direct descendant of Robert Mor- 
ris, a signer of the Declaration of 
Independence. At her death last 
August, not long after the death 
of Dr. Segur, it was said she was 
65 years old. No surviving rela- 
tives were named in her will and 
her fortune, less a $100,000 bequest 
to a hospital and small. sums to 
friends and relatives, was left to 
Harvard University. 


Dr. Segur was survived by an 
adopted son, Harold Alfred Segur. 
Now 59 years old, Harold Segur 
is the father of four grown sons, 
is himself a grandfather; and 
holds a $60-a-week job’in the em- 
ployment department of the”Pull- 
man Standard Co. at Worcester, 
Mass. He has been jolted from this 
quiet existence to become the cen- 
tral living figure in a sensational 
will contest.

A long dis- 
tance telephone call to Segur con- 
firmed his hunch. Informed that 
he had signed away his rights to 
a substantial share of Mrs. Greer’s 
wealth, Segur declared that he had 
been cajoled and deceived. He 
said he had been informed the 
estate was too small to. compen- 
sate for notoriety. 

On learning the facts, Segur 
promptly began action through his 
attorney, Lester M. Friedman, to

ing document. 


Thus Segur was in position to 
lay claim to a share or all of the 
Greer estate, on the ground he is 
the sole surviving heir, although 
he first heard his mother’s name 
mentioned after her death. 

“It’s tragic that I didn’t know,” 
the News in a copyrighted account 
quoted him as saying. “All my 
life I’ve wondered who my mother 
was. I made many efforts to learn 
my parentage, but always failed.

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N formal court action, Segur 
| charged that Mrs. Greer's will 

ignoring him was “procured by 
fraud and undue influence, only 
two days before she died pain- 
fully of cancer.” It was drawn 
when “she was suffering and un- 
der the influence of drugs,” he 
declared. 

Only five days after her death, 
August 10, Attorney Armbruster 
visited him at Worcester, he 
charges, and influenced him to 
sign away his chances for in- 
heritance, 

Segur directly accused the law- 
yer of misadvising him and with- 
holding information concerning his 
legal.rights and the details of the 
will, including the fact that New 
York law prevents bequests ex- 
ceeding one-half of an estate to 
institutions when there are sur- 
viving children, 


“Armbruster stated that if I 
contested the will it might take 
years of litigation and that I might 
have difficulty proving the facts 
regarding my birth,” Segur said. 
“The first inkling that I had of 
the true facts and circumstances 
was when I was informed by a re- 
porter of my rights.” 

Mrs. Greer’s estate consists of 
$363,717 in cash and securities de- 
posited at the Fifth Avenue Bank. 
Search of three safe deposit boxes 
netted an additional $41,225 cash, 
jewelry valued at nearly $50,000 
and deposit books disclosing about 
$20,000 in savings accounts. _The 
value of furnishings and objects 
of art now being inventoried at the 
Greer apartment, 399 Park Avenue, 
has heen estimated at between $20,- 
000 and $30,000, 

The tantalizing sums drew Segur 
from his life of quiet obscurity 
and respectability. He has ex- 
pressed concern over the safety of 
his $60-a-week office job. If he 
succeeds, however, in proving he 
is Mrs. Greer’s son and his right 
to a substantial part of her for- 
tune, Segur will have written a 
final happy chapter to the old and 
often repeated tale of youngsters 
who loved not wisely but too 
well,

King’ George and Queen Mary 
stood up and applauded enthu- 
siastically. Finally they sat 
down.

But 
the audience continued to ap- 
plaud, roar and whistle, and 
the King and Queen stood up 
again, 
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Miss Tucker talks excitedly 
and with the rapidity of a 
barking machinegun. She ges- 
ticulates, too, a characteristic 
which may help “put over” her 
numbers. Critics have written 
that she cannot sing in the ac- 
cepted sense which requires 
vocal chords to change in 
agreement with motes of a 
song. Her voice has been com- 
pared at times to a foghorn. 
She doesn’t need a microphone 
to make herself heard in the 
largest auditorium. 

But most of the critics agree 
that she has charm, and is a

“I spend lots of money for 
material. I constantly come up 
with new and exglusive num- 
bers, except ‘Some of These 
Days.’ My greatest respect is 
for the man who can supply 
something: I can: sell an audi- 
ence.

For many years, Sophie has 
kept on her payroll a top lyri- 
cist who writes songs to fit her 
personality. He gets 10 per 
cent of her earnings. For her 
age, Sophie has amazing ener- 
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gy. She loves a responsive au- 

dience and will sing songs for

maintains irregular hours and 

can get along with little sleep.

Asked thow she keeps “going 
along’ like “Old Man River” in 
the song, she explained: 

“I rest—lounge around, you 
know, with nothing on my 
mind, I don’t drink while work- 
ing, except on New Year's eve, 
when I believe I’m entitled to 
it.

She decided she had 
reached the age of matuyryity 
when she was 15 and ran away 
and got married. Then began 
her career in smalltime vaude- 
ville. 

She has been married several 
times, is the mother of one son, 
Bert Tucker, who also was a 
performer.

When Three University Students Went Mountain Climb- 
ing in Winter, It Cost the Lives of Two of Them, 
One a Girl—Third Saved by Daring Rescue Party

11 miles north and west of here. 

It recalls the broken bodies of 
a lovely brown-haired Colorado 
University co-ed and a young en- 
gineering student who only a few 
days ago laughed and danced to 
the music of the town’s only juke 
box. 

It recalls the spectacular hero- 
ism of one of the most daring 
rescue missions in the annals of 
the forboding Colorado Rockies. 

The story of tragedy began 
Tuesday, Dec. 3, in the rustic log 
cabin which serves as a winter 
chalet for members of the Colo- 
rado University hiking and _ ski 
club. Among the men and women 
students who has “packed in” to 
the chalet for a pre-holiday winter 
outing were pretty Hazel Jeanette 
Martin, 27, of New Providence, 
la., an ex-Wave and a sophomore 
arts student at the university; 
De Forrest Meehleib, 24, of Peoria, 
Ill., and David (Wimpy) Wadding- 
ton, 20, of Westcliffe, Colo., both 
graduate engineering students at 
the university. 


The vivacious Miss Martin, some- 
thing of a novice at alpine climb- 
ing, apparently had dared the two 
graduate students to climb with 
her the rock-studded face of Na- 
vajo Peak, which thrusts its 13,500- 
foot crest into the blue Colorado 
sky. The trio announced their de- 
cision to friends, packed for the 
trip, and set off on skis for Lake 
Brainard and for Lake Isabel at 
the foot of the towering peak. 
They carried with them one ice 
ax, a stout rope and snowshoes. 

The group apparently succeeded 
in climbing the mountain after a 
hazardous and difficult six hours 
of climbing. They had abandoned 
their skis and snowshoes at the 
base of the northeast face of the 
peak and had proceeded with the 
ice ax, a ski pole and the rope. 

The men decided that the best 
way to descend the frozen face 
of the mountain would be by way 
of the “saddle” between Navajo 
and Piute Peaks. The saddle 
cupped the upper reaches of Isa- 
bel Glacier, nestled in a rocky 
bowl between the two peaks. 

With Waddington in the lead, 
Meehleib second and Miss Martin 
as anchor, they started down the 
slim finger of the glacier, so 
steep it inclined at 80 degrees. 
Waddington chipped holes for 
footing in the ice with the ski 
pole. Meehleib, a giant of a man, 
served as fulcrum for the party. 
Miss Martin followed, holding with 
the bit of her ice ax in the glacier. 
It was her first experience with 
an ice ax, 

Somebow she lost footing, lost 
her grip in the ice and plunged 
down the glacier. Waddington 
thrust out his left arm and ski 
pole to arrest the plunge. The 
ski pole was sheared off in the 
center. Waddington was jarred 
loose from his perilous perch and 
fell with the woman. Meehleib, 
tied to the pair with the line was 
jerked from his slim hold and all 
three tumbled 1000 feet down the 
mountainside to a boulder field 
which lay in a land fold of the 
glacier, 

All three were knocked un- 
conscious in the long fall. Wad- 
dington, the first to recover, said 
night had begun to fall when he 
became conscious. Rescuers said 
that the wrist watch which the 
girl wore had been smashed with 
its hand indicating her fall had 
halted at 4:15 p.m. 

“It was dark when I came to,” 
Waddington said. “De (Meehleib) 
lay close to me and Hazel was 
about 100 feet away on the rocks 
Her head appeared to have been 
horribly cut and blood was run- 
ning from her mouth and eyes. 

“I managed to drag both of

them into the lee side of the 
boulder field, out of the teeth of a 
wintry gale which was driving 
across the glacier. We huddled 
there as best we could until morn- 
ing.” 

Miss Martin apparently died 
during that horrible night on the 
glacier. Meehlieb regained con- 
sciousness and complained of a 
terrific pain in his left leg, which 
later proved to be broken. Wad- 
dington suffered from a collarbone 
break. All three had been horribly 
cut and bruised in the fall and 
tumble from the sheer ice wail. 


Wednesday morning toward day- 
light the injured Waddington: de- 
cided to attempt to reach aid. He 
started down the glacier using 
his bare hands to restrain him 
the three miles down the glacier 
to Lake. Isabel, where a shelter 
stands. ; 3 

It took Waddington all that day 
to reach the cabin. Tracks he 
made in the. deep snow told of the 
desperate battle he had waged to 
reach Lake Brainard, five miles 
from the shelter, where friends 
and help awaited. 

When the trio failed to return 
to the chalet Wednesday, friends 
instituted a search and sent word 
to Ward for aid. A rescue group 
of ski patrol members and expert 
Alpinists, headed by Arthur Mc- 
Nair, assistant professor of engi- 
neering at the university, set out 
from Brainard Lake in the bright 
moonlight of early Thursday 
morning. 

They moved on skis and snow- 
shoes through the heavy snows of 
the timberline toward Lake Isabel, 
fighting mountainous drifts 40 
feet high, wading through shoul- 
der-deep snows which would not 


bear the weight of skis and snow- 
shoes. 

At 3 a.m, the party came upon 
the serene approaches of Lake 
Isabel. The frozen lake lay like 
a mirror in the blue-steel light 
of the near full moon, The thin 
wisp of smoke which the 
searchers had expected to be blow- 
ing from the shelter fireplace 
chimney was not there. The res- 
cuers spurred their search, 

* 

HEY found Waddington nearly 
T trozen and unconscious on the 

shelter floor. They unpacked 
their sleeping bags, lighted a warm 
fire in the fireplace and adminis- 
tered first aid to the youth. When 
he was revived they learned from 
him a threadbare tale of the trag- 
edy and received directions to the 
spot where they later found the 
dead girl and near-dead Meehleib. 

Three of the rescue group rested 
and set out at daylight to find the 
still-lost couple. Worth Gurlie, 
Bob Doak and Len Kalal, univer- 
sity students and expert moun- 
taineers, headed out of the shelter 
in the crisp morning air on their 
search. Bucking gale-like winds 
and below-zero temperatures, they 
began their long and ardous as- 
cent of the glacier. 

Toward nightfall they found the 
bodies— Miss Martin dead and 
Meehleib frozen spreadeagled with 
his face bathed with moonlight. 
They found the man. alive, 
wrapped him in sleeping bags, ad- 
ministered treatment for shock 
and built a signal fire on the 
mountain with fuel they carried. 

Early Thursday morning the 
word had been spread of the lost 
trio to Boulder and to Denver, 
where the Lowry Field Army air 
forces rescue team, veterans of

Alaskan air rescue operations, 
swung into action. A big C-47 
plane left the Lowry runway for 
Chadron, Neb., where a pack of 
nine husky dogs, trained _ in 
Alaska, were waiting to be rushed 
to the scene of the tragedy. 

The Army dogs, from Fort Rob- 
inson, Neb., were joined at Boul- 
der, Colo., by a seven-dog team 
owned by Stuart Mace, Boulder 
Army veteran of Alaskan rescue 
missions. The dogs and _ sleds 
were hauled by truck to Ward 
and thence by Army weasel to 
Lake Brainard. 

Lowry Field 1-5 observation 
planes, which had attempted to 
fly over the area to guide ground 
rescue groups, were buffeted by 
the gale-velocity winds around the 
peaks and were unable to aid in 
the search. . 

The sled dogs were harnessed 
and Howard Travis, trainer of 
dogs at Fort Robinson and an 
army buddy of Mace’s, got them 
under way with the shrill cry 
“Rike!” Mace’s seven-dog team 
followed into the moonlit night, 
headed for Lake Isabel and for 
the tiny light which burned high 
near the crest of Navajo Peak, 
ominous in the semi-darkness. 

On snowshoes ahead of the 
dogs, breaking trail through the 
deep drifts, working around steep 
turns and up rugged inclines, 
tramped Joe Walter, veteran Ward

The 
shouts of “Rike,” the yapping of 
the dogs, the crunch of snowshoes 
in the snow and the hissing of 
the sled runners Made turmoil 
above the wailing voice of the 
biting winds. 

The dogs made Lake Isabel in 
four hours. They rested there, un- 
able to climb up the steep face of 
the glacier to the bodies. Walter 
and the Hutchinsons hauled up a 
toboggan the three long miles to 
the scene of the tragedy, lashed 
the unconscious form of Meehleib 
to the toboggan and started down 
the mountain. They reached the 
shelter after midnight, lashed 
Meehleib and Waddington to the 
dog sleds and made for Lake 
Brainard,

T Lake Brainard, Dr. Crawford 
A baron of Boulder was waiting 

as the sleds skidded over the 
stones in front of the chalet, scat- 
tering a shower of sparks. Without 
delay the men were placed in the 
body of an Army four-by-four 
weapons carrier and the vehicle 
started at a snail’s pace for Ward, 
along a road pulled through by 
snowplows, Dr. Duhon rode with 
the youths, performing his exami- 
nation while rescuers held flash- 
lights. 


It took the truck 70 minutes to 
make the five miles down the 
Peak-to-Peak road from the lake 
to Ward. There, in the warm 
country store of Mrs. Gladys Mil- 
ler, Dr. Duhon gave Meehleib 
plasma, set his broken left leg and 
gave first aid to Waddington. By 
morning the pair were in Commu- 
nity Hospital in Boulder. 

While the doctors worked, the 
rescue parties were repeating the 
same treacherous ascent to the 
glacier where the broken body 
of the girl lay. The rescuers came 
out in the same moonlight that 
had bathed the entire rescue op- 
eration. 

The trip seemed longer and 
more grueling the last time, Moun- 
tain winds of 30 degrees below 
zero temperature swept down the 
face of the glacier and knocked 
the huskies from their feet. Mem- 
bers of the rescue party who 
reached Lake Brainard chalet at 
midnight were in need of medi- 
cal treatment. Such was the ex- 
tent of their exhaustion. 

The last leg of the rescue mis- 
sion was completed in the early 
morning moonlight of Friday by 
Coroner Ed Howe of Boulder 
county. The body of the coed 
rode the 28 miles down Left Hand 
Canyon to Boulder in the county 
ambulance, Beside her inert form, 
still clad in parka and snow pants, 
sat her grief-stricken father, J.N. 
Martin, who had arrived at Ward 
as the body of the girl was being 
brought into town in the Army 
weapons carrier. 

Last Tuesday, one week after 
the tragic mishap, Meehleib died 
at the hospital as a result of his 
exposure to the intense cold. Wad- 
dington, doctors say, is on the 
road to recovery.

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Existentialist Play 


‘Rococo Balderdash!' 
Snorts Mr. Nathan 


By George Jean Nathan 
| NEW YORK, Dec. 14. 

HE hour-and-a-half play locally called “No Exit” ig the product 
T of that Grand Dragon of Existentialism, or philosophical 

Dadaisms, or metaphysical Delsarte, or—to put it more simply— 
rococo balderdash, Jean-Paul Sartre, who is regarded by the boozoisie 
of Montparnasse as one of the new great hopes of French dramatic 
letters. These new great hopes, it would seem, come into being on 
the bartender’s every tenth round. 

This isn’t to say that Jean-Paul hasn’t his gifts. He may even, 
who know?, one day turn out to be what the aforesaid boozoisie 
enthusiastically dream. There are surely some things in his favor. 
He is at least not given, like Apollinaire, to having spittoons sud- 
denly become articulate and lecture the audience, or having his 
temale characters sport Coney Island balloons as bosoms, or causing 
his actors to exhort the audience, like football cheerleaders, through 
megaphones. Nor does he seem to be fetched, like Cocteau, by such 
similar etuff and nonsense as a protagonist with a papier-mache 
head which he amputates on his final exit and leaves on the stage 
staring at the audience, or marble busts that start talking like 
Gertrude Stein. His imagination appears to be a little more con- 
genially restrained. 
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HE HAS FURTHERMORE SELECTED good teachers, and to 
a certain extent followed them, like so many other playwrights both 
foreign and native. To wit, Papa Strindberg and Uncle Wedekind. 
His “No Exit” contains loud echoes of both. The characters are out 
of the latter, the dramatic method out of the former and the point 
of view to a considerable degree out of the two of them in com- 
bination. 

If too closely scrutinized, the exhibit, despites its laudable 
genealogy, is likely, however, to impress one as largely bosh, since 
its platitudinousg thesis that the individual is a unit in this world and 
responsible for his salvation to himself alone is dramatized in char- 
acters who are such open-and-shut setups that the argument becomes 
one-sided almost to the point of caricature. Matters are complicated 
to the further point of snickers in the author’s contradictory philoso- 
phy that, though each man is his own hell, “hell,” as he states it, 
“is other people.” And the Weber-Fields atmosphere becomes even 
thicker when he still further contradicts his contention that all 
human endeavor is futile by demonstrating that, far from being any 
euch thing, it controls the happiness or misery of man’s destiny. 
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BUT IF THE THEATERGOER isn’t too nosey and is willing to 
accept the play as simply an amalgam of Grand Guignol shocker and 
sex paraphrase of “Another Part of the Forest,” it may, though it 
gets to be somewhat monotonous as it plows its discursive way, 
prove interesting enough. Sartre, though an intellectual only in the 
superficial French boulevard sense, has a fairish feel for drama and 
now and again even a suspicion of dramatic imagination and these 
combine to produce a play that, while no particular critical shakes, 
is waywardly like one of those confidential] littl Montmarte side- 
shows, 
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I DON’T KNOW HOW YOU FEEL about it, but when a play- 
wright lays siege to my emotions with everything from mortars to 
atom bombs, I somehow don't respond ag he desires me to. That is 
why Moss Hart and his “Christopher Blake” leave me quite unmoved, 
When it comes to playing on the keyboard of my feelings, I prefer 
the more reticent hand of suggestion and implication. It is entirely 
possible that the theme of a child forced in court to choose between 
his divorced parents might touch my tender sensibilities and, through 
my visible reaction, impress my neighbors in the audience that I am 
after all, whatever people may say, a fellow of heart and sufferance. 
But I find it difficult to impress them in any such manner when 
Mr. Hart challenges me with the tear-jerker weapons of the drama 
of many years ago and treats me as if I still hadn't outgrown “East 
Lynne” and “Madame X.” 
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IF THE BUSINESS of the meeting is an operation on my senti- 
mental palpitations, I am also a bad patient when a whole lot of 
revolving stages are made to substitute for a circulatory imagina- 
tion. The most beautiful and touching drama somehow has not and 
never has had need of a couple of dozen mechanics, engineers, 
carpenters and plumbers. They may contribute handily to a service- 
able theatrical show but, unless I’ve been going to the wrong theaters 
all these years, I haven't yet seen them contribute to really sound 
and really moving drama. Furthermore, I am so peculiarly consti- 
tuted that much of the sympathy the playwright intends me to feel 
for his characters wanders to the overworked stagehands.

He can take them out with 
him for a walk, for a trip to the 
docks, the zoo, the fields, whatever 
offers interest to the children and 
which he understands. His chief 
objective is to keep close to his 
growing children so that he has 
a key to their characters.

He is a stranger and 
likely to be treated that way. 

Father as well as mother 
should go with the child to church, 
to concerts, theaters and movies 
and talk about the experiences 
they share fully, allowing the child 
to have his opinion even though it 
may not be acceptable to his eld- 
ers. He has a long time to grow 
in and this free discussion of ex- 
periences and opinions will enable 
him to make wiser decisions as 
time goes by. That is one of the 
functions of family life.

Good sense requires that a 
father and mother decide between 
themselves what basic ideas they 
are to uphold in rearing the chil- 
dren so that one will never contra- 
dict the other, nor be sole author- 
ity in peowien to the other. This 
task of child training takes two, 
always, Children who have only 
one parent lose a great privilege. 
Sometimes an in-law. or a relative, 
can help but caution here is a ne- 
cessity, Relatives must walk softly 
and make certain their help is ac- 
ceptable before taking part in a 
family matter.

Strip at Foot of East

AMES H. HOWARD, who re- 

J sires recently as chief of 

aeronautics for the city, has re- 
newed his proposal] that a flight 

Strip more than 5000 feet long be 
built at the foot of East Grand 
avenue and that the proposed ex- 
pansion of Ross Aijirport, 7700 
North Broadway, be dropped. 

A report made last Oct. 9 by 
Horner and Shifrin, consulting 
aviation engineers for the city, 
urged that “the (Municipal Air- 
port) Commission give immediate 
and serious consideration to the 
adoption of this project” for devel- 
opment of a minor airport, with 
one or More runways of 3500 feet. 
The Municipal Airport Commis- 
sion, however, on Nov. 29, decided 
to drop the matter entirely and | 
authorized Milton M. Kinsey, its | 
chairman, to proceed with expan- 
Bion of Ross Airport. 

One of the chief factors in this 
move, the commission said, was 
that the cost of buying the land 
at the foot of East Grand would 
be too great. The Horner and 
Shifrin report estimated it at not 
more than $5000 an acre. Howard, 
told the Post-Dispatch he had 
checked recent land transfers in 
the area and found that they aver- 
aged about $2000 an acre. On this 
basis, he said, a 195-acre strip with 
one runway more than 5000 feet 
long could be completed for slight- 
ly less than $1,900,000. 

He pointed out that if the proj- 
ect were to be given considera- 
tion, however, speed would be 
necessary, since a large petroleum 
company has been given permis- 
gion to build a 3,500,000 gallon bulk 
storage plant on a part of the 
land needed. The Bissell's Point 
waterworks station, which is to 
be abandoned, has been proposed 


as the site of a new garage for|.na the War Production Board

The Horner and Shifrin report 
noted that, while only a single 
stripe would be bullt under How- 
ard's proposal, it would be usable 
about 90 per cent of the time be- 
cause there are almost no cross- 
winds of sufficient strength to 
force cancellation of flights. The 
strip, the report said, would be 
satisfactory for cargo or other 
flights by large planes.

CHRISTMAS TREE FIRE 
PRECAUTIONS ISSUED 


Bmal] Tree Just as Beautiful 
and Less Hazardous, Warn- 
ing Points Out. 


NEW YORK (UP) — Fifteen 
million Christmas trees will 


grace American homes this holi- 
day season, a fact which concerns 
many of the nation’s fire preven- 
tion experts. 

The Christmas tree contains 
natural resins which ignite easily 
and burn rapidly. A spark from 
an electric cord, a toy train, or a 
careless smoker may cause a dis- 
astrous fire. 

The New York City Fire De- 
partment has barred natural 
Christmas trees this year from 
all public places, except churches, 
The National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters has issued a _ special 
bulletin on how to prevent 
Christmas tree fires. It empha- 
gizes the fact that a smal) tree 
can be just as beautiful as, but 
less hazardous than, a big tree. 
Here are the suggestions: 

1. Keep the tree outdoors until 
ready to install it. Place the tree | 
in the coolest part of the house, 
away from radiators and heaters. 
If necessary, shut off the radiator 
near the tree. 

2. Under no circumstances use 
eotton or paper for decoration of 
the tree or around the tree. 

3. Do not place electric trains 


around the tree. Use only electric | 


lights for lighting it, and see that | 
all cords are in good condition 
and not frayed. Do not leave tree 
lights burning when no one is in 
the house. Inspect the tree reg- | 
ularly to see whether any needles 
near the lights have started to 
turn brown. If so, change the 
location of the lights. 

4. When the needles start fall- | 
tmg, take the tree down and dis- 
eard it. If you want to keep the 


tree up for a few days longer, 
then do not keep the tree lighted 
for more than half an hour at a 
time. | 

5. If any decorations are used 
about the house, do not permit 
them near chairs or other places 
where people may smoke. Keep 
them up near the ceiling, well 
above the head of anyone stand- 
ing up. If lights are desired in 
windows, never use candles, 

In hotels, churches, hospitals or 
in hallways of offices the tree 
should not be placed near any 
stairway or elevator shaft which 
would provide an upward draft. 
It should not be near entrance 
doors or otherwise blocking exits.

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‘Looey’ Would Find Few Things 
As They Were ‘at the F air’ in 1904 


Foreign Buildings Just a Confused Memory 
and Art Hill Is Not as It 


Was 


Then.

If “Looey” should accept the oft- 
extended invitation to “Meet me 
in St. Louis, Meet me at the Fair,” 
he would find a few things as 
they were and where they were in 
1904. 

Chiefly, Washington University’s 
red stone quadrangle. This was 
not built for the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition, but the Exposi- 
tion borrowed it as an administra- 
tion building. The present library 
was the display place for Queen 
Victoria’s Jubilee jewels, lent to 
the Fair by King Edward VII and 
guarded by a squad of beefy Lon- 
don bobbies. 

Foreign buildings — Britain, 
Brazil, Belgium, Italy, Argentina, 
Siam—which filled the University 
campus down to the present 
Skinker boulevard, are now only a 
confused memory of conglomerate 
architecture. 

On Art Hill, down which the 
Exposition’s cascades splashed 
their tinted waters, the City Art 
Museum is as it was in '04, except 
that two wings of temporary con- 
struction have been removed, The 
stone main building, permanent 
structure which housed the chief 
art treasures, was designed by 
Cass Gilbert. As it stands, it is 
a fitting top-piece for the hill; 
but it was not dressy enough for 
the Fair's builders, who directed 
Gilbert to put another building in 
front of it. 

Cascades Gone, Basin Remains. 

Gilbert responded with Festival 
Hall and colonnades, a _ florid 
dome and peristyle which com- 
pletely screened the too-plain Art 
Building. The Hall, which housed 
the world’s largest pipe organ of 
the time, and the colonnades, are 
no more. No trace of the cas- 
cades mars the hillside’ golf 
course; but the basin and lagoons 
below are still used for boating 
and for skating in season. A long, 
half-decayed dugout canoe, once 
a part of the Fair's biggest side- 
show, the Philippine Exposition, 
lies near the boathouse. 

The equestrian statue of Saint 
Louis, now on the Festiva] Hall 
site, is neither as nor where it 
was; it is now of bronze, but in 
1904 was of plaster, and stood on 
lower ground, near the Exposi- 
tion's entrance. 

Where state buildings stood in 
1904, the Zoo now presents its 
leg-taxing walks and its famed 
animal circus. The birdcage, an 
Exposition feature duplicated in 
New York's Bronx Zoo, has re- 
mained. Over at the south central 
park entrance, E. M. Statler’s In- 
side Inn stood within the Fair 
grounds; across Oakland avenue, 


and near Forest Park Highlands, 
a lunchstand mockingly displayed 
a sign, “The Outside Out.” 

The exhibit palaces—Machinery, 
Transportation, Electricity, Mines, 
Varied Industries, the last popu- 
larly called “Very Industrious 
building’—the City of Jerusalem, 
Boer War show, Germany’s domed | 
Charlottenburg Castle and _ the 
rival dome of the Missouri State 
building, have long been dust. Or, 
in the case of the burned Mis- 
souri edifice, ashes. Tennis courts, 
motor drives and picnic grounds 
are their replacement. 

Now It’s Lindell Boulevard. 

A short walk to the north, Ty- 
rolean Alps, Irish Village, Crea- 
tion, Mysterious Asia, Galveston 
Flood, Hale’s Fire Fighters and 
the rest of the Pike galaxy have 
given way to extended Lindell 
boulevard and its scattered man- 
sions. Thomas Jefferson, heroi- 
cally figured, looks from the cen- 
tral court of his Memorial toward 
DeBaliviere avenue, thoroughfare 
of the throngs which kept the 
Fair's turnstiles clicking 42 sum- 
mers ago. 

Out in homey Kirkwood, the 
four-family apartment house at 
119 East Bodley avenue—the Shad- 
ow Lawn—is pointed out as a for- 
mer World's Fair building. It was 
New Jersey's entry in the terrace 
of the states; thrifty Jersey found 
a local buyer for it after the Fair 
closed. 

Other Exposition Sites, 

Other Exposition sites, a recent 
survey has shown, have little to 
remind the present-day visitor of 
their temporary glories. In Phila- 
delphia’s Fairmount Park, Memo- 
rial Hall and the Horticulture 
building remain from the Centen- 
nial of 1876, Chicago's Jackson 
Park, where the memorable Co- 
lumbian Exposition of 1893 stood, 
is again a park, only the Art 
building remaining as a museum 
of industry; Midway Plaisance has 
long been the home of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. 

Buffalo’s Pan-American Exposi- 
tion of 1901, remembered chiefly 
because President William McKin- 
ley was assassinate there, left 
hardly a trace in what is now a 
residential area, Likewise, private 
homes now stand on the ground 
occupied in 1915 by San Francis- 
co’s Panama-Pacific Fair, near the 
Presidio; the Art Palace remains. 

Philadelphia’s Sesqui-centennial 
in 1926, Chicago’s Century of Prog- 
ress, on the downtown lake front 
in 1933-34, and the San Francisco 
Golden Gate Fair of 1939-40, left 
landscaping, little permanent con- 
struction, to the present. The 
Navy today holds the Philadelphia 
and San Francisco locations.

100,000 UNBURIED 
DEAD IN SHANGHATD’S 
COFFIN REPOSITORY 


Chinese Desire for Interment 
in Ancestral Place Causes 
Accumulation. 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 14 (UP) — 
Within Shanghai — virtually un- 
known to its foreign residents— 
is a city of the dead, 

Between now and the end of the 
year, Shanghai's health authori- 
ties have decreed that these dead, 


numbering 100,000, must be buried. 

The presence in Shanghai o% 
100,000 unburied dead reflects a 
tradition and a business uniquely 
Chinese. It is the coffin reposi- 
tory, which has grown out of the 
deep-rooted Chinese belief that 
one should be buried at his na- 
tive place. And to the Chinese 
that means, not the place of one’s 
birth, but the ancestral home. 

There is an old saying that “a 
tree may be 10,000 feet tall, but 
its leaves still fall to the earth,” 
and thus a man may live thou- 
sands of miles away, but he still 
should be buried near his ances- 
tors. 

Because of that philosophy, 
most Chinese keep the coffins of 
their loved ones in temporary re- 
positories, until finances, and the 
ebb and flow of China’s almost 
continuous wars, make possible 
their removal to the native place. 

During the war, when the Japa- 
nese usually insisted on investi- 
gating the contents of every cof- 
fin on suspicion of smuggling ac- 
tivities, an estimated 100,000 
coffins accumulated in Shanghai.

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VA, STATE SET UP INSPECTION 
PLAN FOR ON-JOB TRAINING 


A contract under which all busi- 
ness establishments where veter- 
ans are enrolled in on-the-job 
training will be inspected before 
June 30 to determine if they meet 
requirements of recent legislation 
has-been completed by the Veter- 
ans Administration and the Mis- 
souri State Department of Educa- 
tion. 

Factors to be checked in the 
inspection include time schedules, 
to determine that these are de- 
signed for training and not as a 
means toward hiring cheap labor; 
wages, to be no lower than those 
normally paid for persons learn- 
ing the particular trade or busi- 
ness; and future for the veteran, 
veteran training laws passed by 
last Congress requiring there be a 
“reasonable certainty” employment 
be available for the veteran after 
the training is completed. There 
is the further provision that, ex- 
cept for fully established appren- 
ticeship programs, the training 
period be for not less than three 
months or more than two years. 

Inspection is to be conducted by 
state employes, with the state re- 
imbursed by the Federal Govern: 
ment.

Means to Gain 


Economic Analysis Is New CIO 


Wage Increases 


Blanket Rise Demands to Be Based on Find- 
ings of Firm of Robert Nathan, Former 
WPEB Research Official. 


By DORIS FLEESON 
WASHINGTON, Dec, 14 — The 
Congress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions has opened its campaign for 
blanket wage increases in a new 


style and with a new weapon, the 
economic analysis, 

Their technique represents a de- 
liberate effort to meet the mood 
of the country and win the battle 
of public opinion before the direct 
contest with industry starts. CIO 
leaders say this. They also say 
that many of their own members 
need to be convinced another 
round of wage increases will not 
mean another spiral of inflation, 
thus no real increase in purchas- 
ing power. 

Hence, the recent dignified de- 
but of what may prove to be one 
of the great labor-capital strug- 
gles. It combined the best fea- 
tures of a social luncheon at a 
Nice hotel, a college lecture in ad- 
vanced economics and a press con- 
ference. A cabinet member, Sec- 
retary of the Interior Krug, lent 
official luster. However, all the 
politesse and even the cocktails 
could not hide the grim fact that 


the present labor lull is illusory 
and the battle will soon again be 
joined. 

Nathan Has Business Clients. 

With the example of the fierce 
reaction produced by -the coal 
strike call before them, the CIO 
hired the reputable firm of Rob- 
ert R. Nathan Associates, Inc., to 
analyze the economic aspects of 
their program. Nathan Associates, 
which has many important busi- 
ness clients, gave the luncheon. 
Nathan himself, formerly’ the 
bright star of research and plan- 
ning in the War Production Board, 
took pointer in hand and ex- 
plained the findings for one hour. 


Highly satisfactory to CIO, these 
included assertions that the drop 


in the purchasing power of wages 
due to high prices is endangering 
the country’s economy and that 
wages can be further increased 
without raising prices. It was fur- 
ther said that the last round of 
wages could have been absorbed 
without raising prices. Nathan 
cited impressive statistics with a 
minimum of economists’ phrases, 
but the type of controversy the 
report will arouse was instantly 
apparent. An economist from the 
other side of the street was the 
first person on his feet with a 
challenge. 

President Philip Murray de- 
clined to say how much the Na- 
than report cost the CIO. He said 
they were offering it to the bar of 
public opinion as a basis for dis- 
cussion which they hoped would 
be widespread, 

Nathan Takes Responsibility. 

Other CIO spokesmen pointed to 
the good repute of the Nathan 
firm and said they expected the 
Nathan findings to get an atten- 
tion which would be denied the 
assertions of strictly labor econo- 
mists, They said they were espe- 
cially hopeful that members of 
Congress would examine the re- 
port before forming an opinion on 
labor’s new demands. 

An interesting aspect of the new 
research is that Nathan Associates 
took all the responsibility; if any 
errors develop, they are theirs, not 
CIO’s, 

The Murray leadership of CIO, 
which is that of the right wing, 
will be supremely tested in the en- 
suing contest with industry. The 
Communists, with tongue in cheek, 
gave way at the recent convention 
so that the CIO, cleansed of red 
influence, might present a united 
front in the wage campaign. No 
one, least of all Murray, doubts 
that only continued success will 
keep the Communists in check.

RIDE TO HOUNDS 


Bridlespur Hunt Chases a Fox in the English Manner 


OX-HUNTING in the ancient and elegant 

English manneg of riding to hounds is 

practiced by a group of St. Louisans, 
members of the Bridlespur Hunt. On Thurs: 
days and Sundays during fall and early 
winter, they mount sleek horses, gallop over 
the St. Louis County countryside in breathless 
pursuit of hounds which are in breathless 
pursuit of a fox. 

In method, this convention-bound sport 
contrasts sharply with the traditional Ozark 
fox-hunt, but in purpose both have points of 
similarity. To the pink-coated horseman or 


the rough-clad outdoorsman, the thrill lies in 
the chase, with its baying of hounds on the 
trail. The fox seldom is killed by either. 

Bridlespur members follow precisely the 
time-rooted customs of the English-style hunt. 
Only expert riders, who have demonstrated 
their knowledge of the sport in several seasons 
in the field, are entitled to wear the “pink” 
coat, actually a vivid scarlet. In bygone cen- 
turies, when the scarlet faded to pink through 
years of use, the coat was considered a badge 
of the veteran huntsman. Qualified women 
riders wear dark blue coats.

SSUES in one of the longest strikes of the recon- 
version period last week continued to be debated 
on the picket line—with fists and clubs. The 

walkout of 11,600 members of the United Automo- 
bile Workers at Allis-Chalmers Manufacturing Com- 
pany, outside Milwaukee, was halfway through 
its eighth month. 

Negotiations appeared hopelessly deadlocked 
by company’s refusal to arbitrate, combined with 
its efforts to operate Wisconsin's largest industrial 
plant with discouraged strikers. For more than 
five weeks there had been recurring battles on the 
picket lines between pickets and sympathizers on 
one side, police, deputy sheriffs and strikebreakers 
on the other. 

Last Monday evening, as non-strikers left the 
plant, 200 police tried to open a way for them 
through 500 pickets. The worst fight of the strike 
thus far—with fists, clubs, bricks, stones—followed. 
It ended after police reinforcements arrived. Fifty 
persons, 22 of them policemen, were injured. Four

N a fury of screeching brakes, shattering glass and 
clashing metal, three automobiles collided on the 
New Jersey approach of the George Washington 
Bridge in the darkness of early morning.

ISH has not been accorded its rightful place among foods 
because few housewives know how to prepare it in 
ways that bring qut its best qualities. This is the 
= of many chefs, among them Edward P. Voegeli, 
ef-steward at Hotels Lennox and Mayfair. One of his 
favorite fish dishes is baked white fish with creole sauce. 

Any fish filet may be baked and served with this 
sauce. Fish, being a protein food, should be cooked slowly 
to prevent toughening. Butter, rather than shortening, for 
baking or frying helps keep the delicate flavor. Fish has 
been cooked sufficiently when it separates easily from 
the bones. 

For the creole sauce slice one-fourth cup onion and 
leek, six mushrooms, and one seeded sweet pepper. Fry 
slowly for five minutes in two tablespoons butter with 
one-half clove of minced garlic. Place in a saucepan with 
two cups cooked tomatoes, one-half teaspoon salt, one 
eighth teaspoon pepper, dash of cayenne, one-half tea- 
spoon minced parsley, and one tablespoon bread crumbs. 
Cook for about seven minutes.
